R epublican Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger will be wel¬ 
coming people to San Francisco 
LGBT Pride. On Tuesday, May 
11, his office submitted a letter 
to the Pride Committee that will be 
prominently featured in the San Fran¬ 
cisco Pride 
guide, which 
is distributed 
throughout 
the city in ad¬ 
vance of the 
June 26-27 
Pride week¬ 
end. 

After the 
Bay Area Re¬ 
porter began 
inquiring 
about the 

governor’s letter Monday and Pride 
officials had yet to Sear if a letter 
would be forthcoming, Kirsten Boyd, 
the treasurer of the LGBT Pride Cele¬ 
bration Committee and a staff mem¬ 
ber to Board of Equalization Chair¬ 
woman Carole Migden, received 
Schwarzenegger’s welcome message 
Tuesday at about 2 p.m. 

Boyd and gay Republicans had 
been working with the governor’s 
staff and remained confident the gov¬ 
ernor’s letter would come through be¬ 
fore a May 14 deadline. 

Jeff Bissiri, chairman of the Cali¬ 
fornia chapter of the Log Cabin Re¬ 
publicans, told the B.A.R. that mem¬ 
bers of his group had urged the gov¬ 
ernor’s staff not to overlook various 
LGBT Pride events. 

“They’ll be doing one for all the 
events,” Bissiri said, referring to the 
welcome letters. “We had a meeting 
with the governor’s chief of staff and 
did raise this issue,” Bissiri said. “We 
said a Pride welcome letter would be 
expected.” 

Schwarzenegger’s letter begins, “I 
am pleased to extend warm greetings 
to all who have gathered for this year’s 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, and Transgen¬ 
der Pride Celebration and Parade.” He 
goes on to state, “The Golden State is 
honored to host events that celebrate 
diversity and promote active civic in¬ 
volvement. I applaud your efforts to 
foster ties within your community 
and to pay tribute to the cultural tol¬ 
erance of our Golden State. 

“Over the past 35 years, California 
has made significant progress to com¬ 
bat discrimination and prejudice 
against the gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgender community. I salute your 
efforts to raise public awareness and 
to advocate civil rights for all individ¬ 
uals, regardless of sexual orientation. 

“On behalf of all Californians, 
please accept my best wishes for a 
wonderful event and every future suc¬ 
cess,” the letter concludes.

Massachusetts gears 
up for gay marriage

A s Massachusetts gears 
up to become the first 
state to grant same-sex 
marriage licenses next 
week, a legal battle is 
looming over the validity of 
the licenses that may be issued 
to gay couples from out of 
state. 

Although Massachusetts 
does not have a residency re¬ 
quirement, the state’s Republi¬ 
can governor, Mitt Romney, is 
insisting that city clerks en¬ 
force a 1913 law that states that 
nonresidents may not marry 
in Massachusetts if their mar¬ 
riage would be void in their 
home state. 

Gay rights advocates 
promise to challenge the law in 
court and there is a move 
afoot in the Massachusetts 
Legislature to repeal the 
statute. Initially, Romney in¬ 
sisted that clerks demand 
proof of residency before issu¬ 
ing licenses, but he backed off 
that directive last week. Gay 
marriage advocates had com¬ 
plained that proof of residen¬ 
cy was discriminatory because it had never 
been required before. 

Gay and Lesbian Advocates and Defend¬ 
ers, the organization that fought and won the 
same-sex marriage court battle, is warning 
that out-of-state residents who marry in

Gay men 
opt for 
serostatus 
separation

I n 2000, after his “blowjob boyfriend,” 
Michael Cooley gave up trying to date 
negative guys. 

“It was all we ended up doing. Once 
in a while I would fuck him. But twice in 
two years? Come on...” said Cooley, 30, 
who has been positive for 10 years. “I 
thought maybe it was better to date positive 
guys.” 

Cooley found it was just easier to 
serosort, only dating or having sex with men 
of the same HIV status. 

“I tried for a little while to date anybody. 
But it was just fraught with troubles to date 
negative guys,” said Cooley, the Positive 
Force program coordinator at the Stop AIDS 
Project. “There is just this level of denial that 
goes on around a negative guy interacting 
with a positive guy. They say, ‘That’s fine, we 
will be safe.’ But as time goes on, you get a 
sense they are uncomfortable but don’t want 
to hurt your feelings.” 

Joseph, who asked that his last name not 
be used, has serosorted for 10 years. Positive 
for 20-plus years, the 45-year-old said that 
when he learned his status, “I swore to my¬ 
self no one else would become infected by 
me. I don’t think that is a large sacrifice. I’ve 
tried to always be safe since then.” 

He has tried to date negative men in the 
past, but found such relationships too emo¬ 
tionally draining, especially when the issue 
of sex was discussed. 

“As time has gone on in relationships 
with uninfected - which I prefer to say than 
negative - men, there has always been an 
imbalance,” he said. “Negative guys say, ‘We 
can have safe sex.’ But to me it almost feels 
like pity sex in a sense. It is limited in what I

AIDS agencies fight cuts

motional support, job train¬ 
ing programs, and mental 
health and substance abuse 
counseling for LGBT clients all 
face the ax under the health de¬ 
partment’s proposed contingency 
plans to help the city deal with a 
$325 million budget crisis. 

The San Francisco Health 
Commission met Tuesday, May 11 
to deal with the $12.6 million in 
cuts requested by Mayor Gavin 
Newsom. Newsom, after already 
asking health officials to cut $19.7 
million from their budget, had 
proposed the department cut an¬ 
other $37.1 million. 

Newsom, however, reversed 
course and lowered his request 
from a 15 percent cut to an 8.2 
percent cut, thereby avoiding “the 
most severe service cuts,” stated 
Health Director Dr. Mitch Katz in 
his budget proposal. The commis¬ 
sion voted unanimously to accept 
Katz’s proposal. 

“This is the best budget we have 
ever seen in terms of what is not on 
there. Every year they put the com¬ 
munity-based contractors on the 
cut list. For once this mayor and 
health director didn’t do that,” said 
Health Commissioner Jim Illig. 
“The bulk of these cuts were com¬ 
ing from the department side.” 

The cuts include eliminating 
296 positions, with 135 being ad¬ 
ministrative, noted Illig, Project 
Open Hand’s government affairs 
director. 

For those agencies serving 
LGBT clients that find themselves 
on the chopping block the cuts 
run deep. Probably the hardest hit 
AIDS agency this year is Shanti, 
which has seen its budget and staff 
decimated over the last 12 months. 

The 30-year-old agency’s bud¬ 
get fell from $4.5 million to $2.2 
million and reduced its staff from 
54 to 30 employees. More could 
receive pink slips if the Health 
Commission’s decision to end its 
$401,811 contract to provide 
emotional and practical support 
to people living with AIDS is not 
overturned by the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors. The agency serves 1,000 
clients under the contract. 

As of this Friday, the agency is 
ending its transportation services 
due to a drop in its Ryan White 
CARE Act funding and, along 
with Instituto de la Raza and the 
Black Coalition on AIDS, has had 
to end its case management ser¬ 
vices for hundreds of clients due 
to the federal cuts and a failed at¬ 
tempt by the AIDS Office to back¬ 
fill the funds. 


“Shanti is facing the most diffi¬ 
cult funding situation it has seen 
in some years,” said Executive Di¬ 
rector Hywel Sims. “All types of 
donations - private, corporate, 
foundation, and government - 
have fallen. Shanti has downsized 
substantially, making every effort 
not to reduce client services.” 

In a letter sent to health com¬ 
missioners, Sims challenged the 
reasoning given for cutting the 
program. Katz wrote that by end¬ 
ing the contract for services to 
“clients with less extensive needs” 
it would avoid cuts in medical, 
mental health, substance abuse, 
food or transportation services for 
people with HIV and AIDS. 

Noting transportation is al¬ 
ready being cut and the clients his 
agency serves are among the most 
vulnerable in San Francisco, Sims 
said, “More than one-third of the 
people in this program are home¬ 
less or not stably housed, more 
than a half have psychiatric illness, 
and more than one-third report 
active substance use.” 

The same client base will be 
adversely impacted by Katz’s deci¬ 
sion to close the Mission Mental 
Health Clinic, said Michael Bar¬ 
bee, an openly gay psychologist 
who estimates about 25 percent of 
the clinic’s 700 clients are LGBT. 

“We serve some LGBT clients 
we may not think of as part of our 
community, homeless LGBT peo¬ 
ple, seriously mentally ill clients, 
and monolingual, Spanish-speak¬ 
ing LGBT clients who wouldn’t 
have access to other services,” said 
Barbee. “The health department 
has been talking about the huge 
problem with meth in the gay 
male population. Many of those 
people are homeless and seriously 
mentally ill.” 

Under Katz’s plan, the Mission 
clinic would move into the Tom 
Waddell primary care clinic, 
which will end its night programs, 
and be forced to lay off 20 people. 


It is the first year the Mission clin¬ 
ic has been targeted and staff sus¬ 
pects it has more to do with their 
monthly rent of $90,000 than with 
service needs. 

“These kinds of decisions are 
made financially but without any 
assessment of clinical need in the 
community,” said Barbee, who 
added no one at the clinic was 
aware the program faced cuts 
until Friday, when the health de¬ 
partment posted the contingency 
plan on its Web site. 

Other agencies facing cuts in¬ 
clude Positive Resource Center, the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation, 
and the AIDS Health Project. As 
with Shanti, the agencies have had 
to fight to save their programs’ 
funding for the last two years. Last 
year, Supervisors Tom Ammiano 
and Chris Daly came up with a 
plan to restore the programs’ funds, 
and the agencies are hopeful the su¬ 
pervisors will once again save their 
programs from the budget ax. 

Dana Van Gorder, SFAF’s di¬ 
rector of state and local affairs, 
said AHP - which contracts with 
SFAF - has already given layoff 
notices to its staff that provide 
emotional support to people with 
HIV and AIDS. The contract costs 
$383,179. 

SFAF has also seen a drop in 
community support this year. Its 
annual fundraiser last week raised 
$273,000 compared to $300,000 in 
2003. Though foundation officials 
said donations are still being col¬ 
lected and hope they can break 
even with last year’s total. 

“AHP and the foundation are 
certainly resourceful, and yet, 
given reductions in our overall 
fundraising and what have you, it 
is difficult for us to assume the 
cost of the services,” said Van 
Gorder. “Additionally, as the city 
budget has been more con¬ 
strained, Mitch has prioritized 
primary care services. That has

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Coors runs Image’ ads

t the same time that activists 
have renewed their efforts to 
boycott Coors products for 
continued donations to right-wing 
causes - and just as “gay-friendly” 
Colorado Republican Peter Coors 
has jumped into a U.S. Senate race 
- the Coors Brewing Company is 
investing in a campaign of its own: 
a series of pro-gay ads to run in 
LGBT media outlets. 

An Associated Press story this 
week detailed candidate Coors’s 
visit to a gay bar decades ago, to 
talk with patrons. He also claims 
responsibility to agree in 1978 to 
end the lie-detector tests given to 
employees, adopt an antidiscrim¬ 
ination policy, and institute bene¬ 
fits for the partners of gay em¬ 
ployees, according to AP. But 
Coors claims the recent ad cam¬ 
paign is not related to the race. 

Coors Brewing Company 
began its image ads last year. The 
2003 ads featured a triangle that 
detailed its history of LGBT ac¬ 
tivism within its company, an ad 
that the local magazine Gloss has 
run without generating public 
controversy, according to publish¬ 
er Bevin Shamel. 

The newest ads for 2004 are 
entitled “Straight Talk from 
Coors,” and they address what 
Coors is calling its “image prob¬ 
lem” in the LGBT community. 
The Bay Area Reporter, perhaps to 
the chagrin of some activists, is 
running the full-page ad for seven 
weeks, collecting a net of $816.79 
per ad, according to general man¬ 
ager Michael Yamashita, for a total 


of about $5,700. 

The B.A.R. as a general rule 
does not censor advertisements, 
although controversial ads usually 
warrant articles examining them. 

Coors has a long history of 
workplace problems, including 
union busting and antigay discrim¬ 
ination, say activists, not to men¬ 
tion past support for the Ku Klux 
Klan by Coors family members. 

Company profits also help to 
fund foundations that give grants 
to antigay and other right-wing 
politicians and efforts, such as the 
Heritage Foundation, which sup¬ 
ported Colorado’s notorious 
Amendment 2, and the Castle 
Rock Foundation. 

“Massive Coors family funding 
of right-wing homophobia contin¬ 
ues today, including Castle Rock 
grants to Heritage, Free Congress 
(run by antigay TV commentator 
Paul Weyrich), the Center for Indi¬ 
vidual Rights, the Western Journal¬ 
ism Center (run by homophobe 
Joseph Farah), the Center for the 
Study of Popular Culture, Promise 
Keepers (a fundamentalist Christ¬ 
ian group), the Institute on Reli¬ 
gion and Public Life and many 
other fiercely homophobic groups,” 
said a recent fact sheet released by 
the National Lawyers Guild. 

The recent Coors company ad 
campaign boasts its LGBT ad¬ 
vances in the workplace, its con¬ 
tinued funding of groups like the 
Gay and Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation and the Human 
Rights Campaign, and its recent 
100 percent score from HRC. But 
while such specifics may be accu¬ 
rate, warn LGBT activists, the 
company continuously fails to ad¬ 


dress how its owners give gener¬ 
ously to right wing and antigay 
causes and indeed benefit from 
the sale of Coors products. 

“Let’s have some ‘straight talk’ 
of our own,” said Robert Haaland, 
a queer and progressive activist 
who is running for supervisor in 
District 5. “Every penny I spend 
on a Coors beer will go to funding 
right-wing causes. That is their 
fundamental image problem. And 
that’s more than an image prob¬ 
lem, that’s a substance problem.” 

Longtime LGBT and labor ac¬ 
tivist Howard Wallace said that 
gays who think Coors’ problems 
are all in the distant past just need 
to look at some recent donations 
from related Coors foundations: 
to defeat gay marriage in Hawaii, 
for instance. 

Coors can point to its progress 
for LGBT and other minority em¬ 
ployees, as noted by Kris Ward of 
Merge Media, who wrote the press 
release that accompanied the ad¬ 
vertisements. Ward points to do¬ 
mestic partner benefits, nondis¬ 
crimination ordinances, and em¬ 
ployee associations as true mea¬ 
sures of workplace acceptance. 
And she quotes employees like 
Elizabeth Jacobson, president of 
the lesbian and gay employee as¬ 
sociation, who said, “It surprised 
me how okay it is to be out at 
Coors. And once I was out, I real¬ 
ized the sky is the limit. It’s a very 
comfortable place to work,” she 
said. “Plus the benefits are fantas¬ 
tic and the corporate culture is 
second to none.” 

But “they wouldn’t have those 
gains without the boycott,” said

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Antigay crusader 
Pete Knight dies

tate Senator William J. “Pete” 
Knight (R-Palmdale), who 
helped enshrine marriage 
discrimination into California law, 
died Friday, May 7 of an acute 
form of leukemia. He was 74. 

Mr. Knight had been ill since 
mid-April and died at City of 
Hope National Medical Center in 
Duarte, California. 

Mr. Knight was the author and 
the leading force behind Califor¬ 
nia’s Proposition 22, the March 
2000 ballot initiative that defined 
marriage as a union between one 
man and one woman. More than 
60 percent of the state’s voters ap¬ 
proved the measure, which lives 
on today as the debate continues 
over equal marriage rights. 

In the latest fight for equal 
marriage rights, Assemblyman 
Mark Leno (D-San Francisco) is 
attempting to get his bill passed 
that would amend a different sec¬ 
tion of the family code. Mr. 
Knight’s Proposition 22 was 
added to the section of the family 
code dealing with marriages per¬ 
formed in other states being rec¬ 
ognized in California. Leno’s pro¬ 
posal, the Marriage License Non- 
Discrimination Act (AB1967) af¬ 
fects the portion of the family 
code dealing with marriages in 
California and would define mar¬ 
riage as a union between “two per¬ 
sons.” On Wednesday, May 12

AB1967 was placed in the sus¬ 
pense file following an Appropri¬ 
ations Committee meeting. 

Mr. Knight was estranged from 
his openly gay son, David, who 
came to San Francisco in March 
and married his longtime partner. 


David Knight told the Los Angeles 
Times over the weekend that he 
just couldn’t talk about his father. 

Gay and lesbian leaders offered 
mixed views on Knight’s legacy. 

Mike Marshall, who managed 
the No on 22 campaign in 2000, 
told the Bay Area Reporter Tues¬ 
day, May 11 that Mr. Knight “did 
more to advance equal marriage 
rights in California.” If Proposi¬ 
tion 22 hadn’t happened, Marshall 
said, he doubted there would be 
the expanded domestic partner 
law that was passed last year. 

“He had a huge impact for the 
positive for gay couples, even 
though his intent was malicious,” 
Marshall said. 

Marshall noted that once 
Proposition 22 qualified for the 
ballot, proponents of the initiative 
kept Mr. Knight out of the spot¬ 
light during the campaign. 

“I wish they had let him speak,

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tate Senator William J. “Pete” Knight, 
who died last week at the age of 74, 
spent much of his life in public office 
belittling and stigmatizing the gay and les¬ 
bian community. His homophobic actions 
reached their zenith with Proposition 22, 
the 2000 ballot measure that defined mar¬ 
riage as a union between one man and one 
woman. The so-called Knight initiative 
(technically called the “Limit on Marriages” 
initiative) was approved by 60 percent of 
California voters and, to this day, remains a 
major hurdle in the quest for equal mar¬ 
riage rights in the Golden State. 

As a member of the Legislature, Mr. 
Knight tried in vain to pass laws similar to the 
initiative. Failure in those efforts led him to 
take the issue to the voters through the initia¬ 
tive process. From the moment Proposition 
22 qualified for the ballot, the LGBT commu¬ 
nity was put on the defensive and was dis¬ 
tracted by an overwhelming political and fi¬ 
nancial burden. Poll after poll found support 
for the initiative hovering in the 59 percent 
range, while opponents were never able to 
muster much above 40 percent. Indeed, the 
end result on election day mirrored virtually 
every poll that was conducted - 60 percent 
supported the initiative, 40 percent opposed 
it. The community was never able to increase 
its base of supporters in fighting Proposition 
22. Despite hundreds of thousands of dollars 
spent on television ads, endorsement support 
from most major newspapers, and support 
from many Democratic lawmakers, celebri¬ 
ties, and the like, we suffered a huge setback in 
March 2000. And today, we’re stuck with this 
crummy 14-word addition to the state’s fam¬ 
ily code that continues to hamper us. 

Consider: 

• Opponents of equal rights for gays and 
lesbians tried using Proposition 22 last year 
after then-Governor Gray Davis signed 
AB205 into law. Assemblywoman Jackie 
Goldberg’s (D-Los Angeles) law expands 


rights and responsibilities for state-regis¬ 
tered domestic partners; it does not legalize 
same-sex marriage, yet conservatives 
bring up Proposition 22 when rail¬ 
ing against the bill. 

• Proposition 22 is regularly 
cited by the right-wing groups 
fighting San Francisco’s decision 
to issue marriage licenses to same- 
sex couples. 

• Proposition 22 is mentioned by op¬ 
ponents of AB1967, Assembly- 
man Mark Leno’s (D-San 
Francisco) Marriage License 
Non-Discrimination Act, de¬ 
spite the fact that Leno’s bill would affect an 
entirely different section of the state’s fami¬ 
ly code. Proposition 22 deals with the part of 


the family code pertaining to marriages per¬ 
formed outside of the state; Leno’s bill would 
amend the family code section pertaining to 
marriages performed in the state. 

Then there is the personal toll Mr. 
Knight’s antigay beliefs had on his own 
family. Most tragically, he rejected his 
own son, David, when he came out of 
the closet. Mr. Knight’s younger brother 
died from AIDS-related complications. 
t In the end, Mr. Knight’s legacy is 
shameful. He did nothing to 
galvanize the gay rights move¬ 
ment in California. His actions 
did force the community to ex¬ 
pend valuable resources on a losing cause - 
the reverberations of which haunt us, now 
more than ever. ▼ 
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Trans-panic in Araujo trial

W ell, we’ve been here before. A 
member of the LGBT community 
is murdered in a horrific hate 
crime. Suspects are identified, caught, and 
put on trial. Then, bringing our worst fears 
to life, the defendants’ attorneys play to so¬ 
cietal bias against our communities to ex¬ 
plain their clients’ actions in an attempt to 
get acquittals or reduced convictions. Many 
of the arguments currently being made by 
defense attorneys for two of the three de¬ 
fendants in Gwen Araujo’s murder trial are 
inappropriate and are causing harm to 
transgender people and their families well 
outside of a courtroom in Hayward. 

Without a doubt, aggressive criminal de¬ 
fense attorneys are integral to a well func¬ 
tioning justice system. And in a system as 
dysfunctional as ours, they are indispens¬ 
able. You don’t need to look any further 
than the cases of Yaser Esam Hamdi and 
Jose Padilla to see what would happen if 
ethical criminal defense attorneys weren’t 
able to do their job. 

However, much of the rhetoric coming 
from defense attorneys Tony Serra and 
Michael Thorman is anything but ethical. 
Serra and Thorman are pulling out the type 
of “blame the victim” arguments that we all 
thought had been retired 20 years ago. They 
are asking questions about what Araujo was 
wearing the night she was murdered, portray¬ 
ing her as deceitful, and saying that she took 
away the right of one defendant to be hetero¬ 
sexual not because these issues are relevant to 
the case. They are raising them to get an emo¬ 
tional response from the jury in order to re¬ 
duce the standard to which our society should 
hold their clients responsible for their actions. 

In recent testimony, the prosecution’s star 
witness, Jaron Nabors, epitomized this idea. 
Nabors has pleaded guilty to voluntary 
manslaughter for his involvement in Arau¬ 
jo’s killing. During testimony, he told the 
court that one of the reasons he turned over 
the names of Michael Magidson and Jose 
Merel - both of whom allegedly had sex with 


Araujo - to the Fremont Police Department 
was his belief that the police would go easy 
on them because of what “Gwen had done 
to them.” Picking up on Nabors’s expecta¬ 
tions, Serra and Thorman are playing on the 
belief that one of the few things that could 
be worse for a “straight” guy than to have sex 
with a transgender woman would be for his 
friends to find out about it. 

Resting at the core of Serra and Thor- 
man’s rhetoric is the assertion that Araujo’s 
transition from male to female was an act of 
deceit and that we should blame her if the 
defendants were sexually attracted to 
her. Serra and Thorman would have 
us believe that Araujo, and by exten¬ 
sion all transgender people, are dis¬ 
honest when they assert their gen¬ 
der identity as their gender. That, at 
the end of the day, they are only 
playing “make-believe” and are 
therefore partially respon¬ 
sible for any violence that 
occurs when the curtain is 
pulled back. 

This argument stands in sharp contrast 
to our experiences as non-transgender peo¬ 
ple working, socializing, and/or partnering 
with transgender people. When a transgen¬ 
der person transitions from their birth iden¬ 
tified gender to their actual gender, they are 
bravely showing their true self to the world. 
They are fighting against powerful societal 
forces that have conscripted an overwhelm¬ 
ing number of characteristics onto them 
based solely on stereotypes about genitalia 
and reproductive organs. Transition is not 
an act of deceit or make-believe, but instead 
a powerful act of living a truthful life. 

Serra and Thorman are denigrating 
these acts. And the effects of their argu¬ 
ments are not limited to Department 510 at 
the Hayward Hall of Justice. The negative 
stereotypes about transgender people that 
are being reinforced by Serra and Thor- 
man’s irresponsible rhetoric have the po¬ 
tential for leading to increased violence and 
discrimination against transgender people. 
They are being picked up by media across 
the state - oftentimes uncritically - and 


consumed by potential perpetrators of hate 
violence. Transgender people and their fam¬ 
ilies are also absorbing theses messages. 
We’ve spoken to people who are having a 
hard time following the trial because of how 
personally they are taking the defense team’s 
comments. 

While it’s pointless, at this time, to ask 
Serra and Thorman to clean up their act, as 
a community we can take proactive steps to 
mitigate the damage they are doing. We en¬ 
courage each of you to engage your friends, 
co-workers, family, and neighbors in con¬ 
versations about how these types of argu¬ 
ments don’t serve our criminal justice sys¬ 
tem and poison the atmosphere for trans¬ 
gender people and their families. 

One way to start these conversa¬ 
tions is to participate in CUAV’s 
“Butterfly Campaign” by wear¬ 
ing and giving out butterfly 
stickers in support of 
Araujo, her family, and 
friends. 

We would also encour¬ 
age you to participate in the media dialogue by 
writing letters to the editor and submitting 
commentaries to broadcast media focusing on 
the truths that are ignored by the defense 
team’s theories. Finally, participate in the 
movement to change school environments so 
that students can learn about transgender peo¬ 
ple and develop the kind of understanding that 
could have prevented Araujo from being mur¬ 
dered. One concrete way to do this is to sup¬ 
port the Gwen Araujo Memorial Fund of the 
Horizon’s Foundation (you can get more in¬ 
formation at www.horizonsfoundation.org). 

All of us have a stake in preventing an¬ 
other hate crime from occurring and all of 
us have a responsibility to make sure that 
the truths underlying Araujo’s murder 
aren’t distorted or forgotten. ▼

Sheehy bad choice for AIDS czar 

Reports that Mayor Newsom is vetting Jeff Sheehy 
for a position as an unpaid AIDS czar are alarming 
[“Newsom vets Sheehy for AIDS czar role April 29]. 
Sheehy is the worst possible candidate for the job. 

To begin with, Alexander Cockburn of www.coun- 
terpunch.org reported in January 2002 that Sheehy 
and former AIDS Czar Mike Shriver met on Novem¬ 
ber 19, 2001 (after Shriver had, reportedly, already 
went on disability leave) with officials from UCSF, the 
mayor’s AIDS office, and the FBI to discuss filing do¬ 
mestic terrorism charges against ACTUP/SF using the 
despicable Patriot Act. Recently, the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors passed a resolution condemn¬ 
ing the Patriot Act, as have a number of jurisdictions 
around the country. As a participant of that meeting, 
Sheehy appears to be all too willing to silence public 
dissent by hauling out the Patriot Act; in so doing, 
Sheehy violates our community norms opposing John 
Ashcroft and the Bush, administration’s repressive 
policies, calling into question Sheehy’s ethical deci- 
sion-rriaking. 

Secondly, coverage in the B.A.R. on April 29 indi¬ 
cates he doesn’t want the czar position to take up too 
much time from his day job and that Sheehy sees the 
czar role as being a confidential adviser to the mayor. 
As open government capital of the world with our 
sunshine ordinance, we do not need closed-door 
“confidential” conversations conducted violating the 
public’s right to know what our government is doing 
in the policy arena. That Sheehy prefers to skirt open 
government makes him an inappropriate 
pick for this job. 

Then there’s the problem with Shee¬ 
hy’s day job. As deputy director of com¬ 
munications at UCSF’s AIDS Research In¬ 
stitute - the same employer of Mike Shriv¬ 
er - Sheehy is little more than a publi¬ 
cist. We do not need “spinmeisters” set¬ 
ting HIV/AIDS policies behind closed 
doors. ARI churns out pseudo-science 
masquerading as real science, and as co-sponsor of the 
failed 2001 HIV Consensus meeting, ARI has failed 
(along with DPH), to issue an unabridged report 
from that meeting. The meeting was supposed to have 
issued an official best-guess estimate of the incidence 
and prevalence of HIV/AIDS. Instead, we received a 
crummy 14-page abridged report done in Power 
Point. 

As well, UCSF receives funding from the Ryan 
White CARE Act program for healthcare services, and 
it would present a potential conflict of interest for any 
UCSF department to then be advising the mayor on 
AIDS funding policies that could affect the amount 
of funding UCSF receives from CARE funds. It would 
be nearly impossible for Sheehy to remain objective 
about UCSF. 

The community should actively lobby Mayor 
Newsom, telling him we do not want Sheehy to be our 
next AIDS czar, and aggressively block this appoint¬ 
ment.

Stop AIDS and Savage 

Brent Calderwood raised several important points 
in his opinion piece reacting to a community forum 
featuring Dan Savage [“The Savage truth,” Guest 
Opinion, May 6]. He should be commended for his 
candor in conveying his personal experiences. The 
community forum on April 27 was co-sponsored by 
the Stop AIDS Project and the DPH’s STD unit. Stop 
AIDS did not, as Calderwood asserts “under promote” 
the event, in fact more than 150 people attended the 
forum and Stop AIDS and the DPH advertised the 
event, distributing flyers, posters, and e-mails to en¬ 
courage attendance. Stop AIDS signed up to help 
sponsor and promote the event with full knowledge of 
the controversial stances Mr. Savage often takes. Invit¬ 
ing Savage to speak is consistent with the frank and 
open dialogue that Stop AIDS fosters in our programs 
and social marketing campaigns. 

In addition, Calderwood states that HIV rates are 
“skyrocketing.” While data is limited in taking an ab¬ 
solutely accurate and current snapshot of new infec¬ 
tions among gay and bisexual men in San Francisco, 
a mix of special studies, STD, and behavioral trends 
indicates that HIV incidence rose among men who 
have sex with men from 1995 to 2001, then leveled off, 
and may now be declining. This is important to point 
out, not because we should pat ourselves on the back 
and go home, but rather because it represents an im¬ 
portant turn in the epidemic that requires HIV pre¬ 
vention organizations to retool and emphasize those 
programs that are working, such as prevention with 
HIV positive individuals. 

The Stop AIDS Project has been at the forefront 
nationally in dealing with several of the issues that 
Calderwood and Savage bring up. Last year the pro¬ 
ject launched a controversial “HIV Is No Picnic” social 


marketing campaign that, far from “glamorizing 
HIV,” speaks the truth about symptoms associated 
with HIV/AIDS. Every three months Stop AIDS pro¬ 
duces a two-day intensive retreat, the Plus Seminar, 
for HIV-positive people, their partners, and others af¬ 
fected by HIV; Stop AIDS produces “Magnetic Love,” 
a workshop specifically for “mixed-status” men; and 
Stop AIDS created Positive Force, a cutting-edge pro¬ 
gram that helps HIV-positive men take a role in HIV 
prevention. In addition, Stop AIDS provides several 
programs and workshops for HIV-negative men 
struggling with the basics of “safer sex” and the more 
complex issues of sex in the context of our lives. 

Those readers dealing with any of the above issues 
are always welcome to attend Stop AIDS Project pro¬ 
grams. HIV prevention is a community-wide and in¬ 
dividual responsibility that we can only achieve to¬ 
gether.

Dan Savage and Matthew Cusick 

I believe Dan Savage should be applauded and 
commended for his eye-opening remarks on the gay 
community’s current state of sexual prowess and vir¬ 
tual-condoning of promiscuity [“Sex columnist ad¬ 
monishes gay men for unsafe sex,” April 29]. With the 
recent rise of sexually transmitted diseases, including 
HIV and AIDS, this is no time to cry foul when sexu¬ 
al oppression is supposedly occurring toward the gay 
community. Sexual awareness is majestically impor¬ 
tant and must be conveyed with or without depen¬ 
dence on federal funds or private donations. Despite 
the recent increase in medical assistance to help 
thwart the spreading of HIV infections, the gay com¬ 
munity continues practicing risky behavior without 
truly pondering the dire consequences that ensue. 

I should know since I see and hear about it 
all the time. 

Not only do I overhear young gay men 
boasting (at cafes, bars, and other social 
areas) about their having unprotected sex 
and how good it feels, but professional 
colleagues and other supposed intelli¬ 
gent, educated associates of mine are 
having casual encounters without tak¬ 
ing the time to unroll a condom. It sur¬ 
prises me into absolute disbelief these very people I 
personally know - doctors, lawyers, engineers, police 
officers, financial advisers - are simply shrugging off 
the threatening nature of the diseases out there for 
their own “pure and real” sexual gratification. 

And when I hear about those criticizing people like 
Dan Savage for being antagonistic toward their own, 

I can’t help but feel absolutely insulted that members 
within the gay community are not suppose to think 
individually for their own. Just because we all are 
identified under the same polychromatic flag doesn’t 
mean we are all united with the same ideals and pol¬ 
itics. Without the voices of disagreement, we would 
all be one community of gullible and dying individu¬ 
als. 

Which brings me to Matthew Cusick. I don’t sym¬ 
pathize with his cause, and believe his legal con¬ 
frontation with Cirque du Soleil was more for the 
grounds of establishing personal [financial] equity 
than helping to abolish discrimination of others un¬ 
fortunately infected with HIV [“Cirque settles with 
HIV+ gymnast for $600K,” April 29]. Compared to 
past cases where individuals fought successfully for 
the same reason as Mr. Cusick, such legal matters were 
not heavily.reported in the media, especially in the gay 
press. Yet, I can’t help but feel Mr. Cusick’s publicity 
was based more on a whiny pretty boy crying foul 
against a renowned dance company when he should 
have known better and used a condom! The Cusick 
settlement award ostensibly sends out the wrong mes¬ 
sage about HIV discrimination. As long as someone is 
infected and discriminated against, employers have 
no recourse but to overextend themselves to those 
with such illnesses, which could have been diligently 
prevented to begin with. 

The real hero here must be Dan Savage for his 
rhetorical crusade in alerting the gay community 
about the severity of today’s (gay) status quo. Unfor¬ 
tunately, I do not feel the rest of the gay community 
shares what Dan Savage and I are promulgating. In¬ 
stead, our perspectives are perceived as a self-oppres¬ 
sive, self-censuring, and siding with conservatives 
against a community that prides itself on sexual hon¬ 
esty and openness. Not so! The bottom line is caring 
for the health, maturing reputation, and integrity we 
must all maintain to continue pursuit of content, 
long-lasting, disease-free lives. Or is this just too ab¬ 
normal nowadays amongst us in the gay community?

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Exclusionary tactics

recently had the pleasure of 

walking up Rhode Island Av¬ 
enue in Washington, D.C., and 
standing in front of a large, glass- 
fronted building. In my hand was 
a sign that said, simply, “Ten Years 
of Exclusion.” The building we 
were standing in front of had a 
large, burnished aluminum sign 
near the top - in the shape of an 
“equal” sign. 

Yes, the building is the office of 
the Human Rights Campaign. 

I was proud to stand outside 
that building, attracting the atten¬ 
tion of those behind the glass win¬ 
dows as well as many passersby. If 
anything, this was nothing more 
than yet another skirmish in a bat¬ 
tle that has been brewing for a 
very long time - and a struggle 
that is heating up yet again. 

It will come as no sur¬ 
prise to many that there has 
been a long history of bad 
blood between HRC and 
transgender activists. 

For the last decade - as 
transgender 
people have 
fought to be in¬ 
cluded in the 
Employment Non-Discrimina¬ 
tion Act - HRC has stood firm in 
its belief that adding “transgen¬ 
der” to this bill would weaken its 
chances of passage. 

The argument is that it is better 
to stick with political expediency 
than wait for a future time when 
an all-inclusive bill would be ac¬ 
cepted. After all, one could simply 
attempt to include transgender 
people later, or craft a future bill 
to cover gender identity or expres¬ 
sion. 

Similar arguments have been 
made regarding the Local Law En¬ 
forcement Enhancement Act, oth¬ 
erwise known as the federal hate 
crimes bill. While “gender” is in¬ 
cluded within the proposed legis¬ 
lation, it is unclear whether it will 
apply to transgender people. 
Some have said that it is best to 
just assume that it will rather than 
worry about adding specific lan¬ 
guage that may make the bill 
harder to pass. Never mind that 
neither ENDA nor LLEEA are 
going anywhere in a Republican- 
dominated Congress. 

Over the last decade many 
things have changed. The trans¬ 
gender community has gone from 
a blip on the radar screen of a rel¬ 
atively small number of queer 
rights groups to being an accepted 
- if often underserved and misun¬ 
derstood - part of the larger com¬ 
munity. The term “transgender” 
itself has gone from obscurity to 
the mass media and, yes, the floors 
of Congress. 


Indeed, 

gender identity 
or expression 
has been in¬ 
cluded in most 
rights bills 
passed on the 
last handful of 
years, . along¬ 
side sexual ori¬ 
entation. 

Yet while 
rights victories 
across the 
country have 
become vastly 
more inclusive 
of transgender 
and gender 
variant language, transgender ac¬ 
tivists have been told that a trans¬ 
gender inclusive ENDA is still as 
risky a proposition now as it was 
in 1994. 

Now, information has 
come to me that shows 
why this remains the case 
within the Beltway, even 
while transgender-inclu¬ 
sive change has happened 
across the country. The an¬ 
swer is as simple 
as it is disturb¬ 
ing: HRC itself 
has been the 

roadblock. 

A day before I stood in front of 
HRC’s swank offices, another ac¬ 
tivist visited a congressmember’s 
office. The congressmember was 
supportive of transgender inclu¬ 
sion, but wondered out loud why 
HRC was not “on board” with 
this. Over the course of the next 
day, more of those lobbying heard 
similar questions from congres¬ 
sional aides. 

It isn’t Congress that is so 
much resistant to trans-inclusive 
bills - it is those we entrust to 
push for our rights in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. The tail has been wag¬ 
ging the dog all along, as HRC 
keeps transgender-inclusive lan¬ 
guage out of the offices of our leg¬ 
islators, rather than assisting in 
the education of these same indi¬ 
viduals on the need for such lan¬ 
guage. 

In the week that followed this 
protest, even more damning re¬ 
ports began to surface, including 
allegations that HRC had at¬ 
tempted to influence a trans-sup- 
portive organization to change its 
stance towards trans inclusion. I 
also heard stories that reached far 
beyond simply the needs of trans¬ 
gender people, including mem¬ 
bers of the leather community 
who were turned away from HRC 
functions due to their - conserva¬ 
tive by most standards - formal 
leather wear. 

The day of the protest in D.C., 
a HRC representative came out to 
meet our protesters, and ask us in¬ 


side and away from the public eye. 
It was myself and the primary or¬ 
ganizer of the protest who went 
inside while the rest of our group 
continued outside. We also took a 
camera crew - which had been 
filming transgender lobbying ef¬ 
forts earlier that day - inside to 
film a closed door meeting with a 
small group of HRC officials. 

Amidst the platitudes and 
promises, it was mentioned that 
HRC was intending to discuss 
whether it should support only 
transgender-inclusive bills in the 
future at its August board meet¬ 
ing. 

Now is where you, the reader, 
come in. You know where I stand 
on this, and you know that I’m 
not afraid to stand out in front of 
the HRC offices in Washington, 
D.C. to show my frustration with 
an organization that claims to in¬ 
clude me, yet seems to work 
against me when I’m not watch¬ 
ing. 

If this behavior doesn’t sit well 
with you, then take your own 
stand. When you are asked at 
Pride to contribute to HRC, de¬ 
cline. If you are a member, do not 
renew your membership. Exclude 
yourself- and your money - from 
an organization that chooses to 
exclude other members of your 
community. Let HRC know that if 
we are indeed one community, 
then we only need one fully inclu¬ 
sive bill to cover us all. 

Finally, to those reading who 
may well be voting in August dur¬ 
ing HRC’s board meeting, please 
consider a vote for change. If you 
are truly for human rights, know 
that these should be given to all: 
one should never pick and choose 
who deserves legal protections 
based on supposed political expe¬ 
diency. ▼

AZ Web site must face CA antigay lawsuit

yberspace boundaries got a 
bit clearer - and LGBT cou¬ 
ples a bit more optimistic - 
when a federal court ruled May 3 
that an Arizona-based Internet 
adoption site must stand trial for 
its refusal to comply with Califor¬ 
nia anti-discrimination laws. 

The site - Adoption.com - is 
the largest online adoption site in 
the country, and as part of its ser¬ 
vices allows prospective parents to 
post their profiles in hopes of con¬ 
necting with birth mothers. Same- 
sex couples, however, are not per¬ 


mitted to post their profiles. 

Last December, the National 
Center for Lesbian Rights along 
with the law firm Orrick, Her¬ 
rington & Sutcliffe LLP, filed a 
complaint on behalf of San Jose 
residents Rich and Michael Butler, 
who were prohibited from posting 
their profile on Adoption.com in 
2002. 

The suit alleges that excluding 
same-sex couples from Adop- 
tion.com violates California law, 
which prohibits businesses from 
discriminating on the basis of sex¬ 
ual orientation. 

NCLR Executive Director Kate 
Kendell said that there was no lan¬ 


guage on the site prohibiting 
same-sex couples from using the 
service until the legal issues sur¬ 
rounding the Butlers’ rejection 
were brought to Adoption.com’s 
attention. The eligibility require¬ 
ments were then carefully con¬ 
structed to welcome “traditional” 
families, and only those who are 
“legally married” in a union rec¬ 
ognized by all 50 states. 

“Using marital status as an ex¬ 
clusion is a red herring, a stand-in 
for hostility toward lesbian and 
gay couples,” Kendell told the Bay 
Area Reporter upon filing the suit 
last year. “It is not a permitted

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Boxer has big lead in 
polls and fundraising

t is a long time (particularly in 

f politics) from May to Novem¬ 
ber, but leaders of both the 
Democratic and Republican par¬ 
ties feel that California’s 55 elec¬ 
toral votes are pretty safe for Sen¬ 
ator John Kerry (D) in the pres¬ 
idential election to be held some 
six months from now, and though 
Republicans are loathe to say so, 
the re-election of Democratic U.S. 
Senator Barbara Boxer looks like 
a sure thing as well. 

Barring a political upset the 
likes of which has not been seen in 
this state in decades, Boxer should 
easily defeat her Republican chal¬ 
lenger, former California Secre¬ 
tary of State Bill Jones, on No¬ 
vember 2. Indeed, a recent poll by 
the Los Angeles Times indicates 
that Boxer would defeat Jones by 
a 20-percentage point blowout. 
The April 17-21 poll of 1,265 reg¬ 
istered voters considered most 
likely to vote shows the incum¬ 
bent with a 54 percent to 34 per¬ 
cent lead over her GOP challenger, 
with only 12 percent undecided. 

Most helpful to Boxer, in this 
heavily Democratic state, is the fact 
that among registered Democrats 
she’s pulling a whopping 84 per¬ 
cent of her party’s base; Boxer is 
also pulling a respectable 
16 percent of the regis¬ 
tered GOP voters, most 
likely those of pro-choice 
Republican women. 

What is somewhat 
more surprising 
though, is that after two 
terms in the 
Senate, with a 
record to de¬ 
fend, not only is 
Boxer highly popular among her 
own party, but she is, according to 
the Times poll, leading Jones among 
independent voters, taking 54 per¬ 
cent, with only 20 percent leaning 
toward the Republican candidate, 
and 23 percent of the independents 
claiming to still be undecided. 

Jones’s biggest political prob¬ 
lem? Abortion. During the primary 
race earlier this year, Jones’s key 
GOP opponent, former U.S. Trea¬ 
surer Rosario Marin, who was pro- 
choice, warned that Jones, who is 
strongly anti-abortion, wouldn’t do 
well against Boxer. In fact, Marin 
openly predicted that only a pro- 
choice Republican candidate could 
defeat Boxer in November. Since 
losing to the better-known Jones in 
the March primary, Marin has been 
appointed to a cushy Sacramento 
job by Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, who endorsed 
Jones, but the Jones-Marin prima¬ 
ry battle was a bitter one and she 
has yet to endorse his candidacy. 

Boxer has also outpaced Jones 
in the fundraising department, 
having reportedly raised some $11 
million, while Jones’s latest re¬ 
porting has him with only $1.45 
million in contributions from in¬ 
dividuals, $162,000 from political 
action committees, and a loan to 
his own campaign of $350,000. 

Look for Boxer to make a pitch 
to not only her solid Democratic 
base, but to the hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pro-choice women in the 
Republican Party as well. Will 
Marin eventually endorse Jones? 
Probably, but it is expected to be 
at best a lukewarm endorsement, 
and even those closest to 
Schwarzenegger are reportedly ad¬ 
mitting that with the Bush cam¬ 


paign all but bypassing California 
in November, without the benefit 
of a full-fledged campaign by the 
national GOP and the big bucks it 
brings, Jones appears headed to a 
resounding defeat at the hands of 
Boxer as she seeks a third term in 
the November general election.

Retired San Francisco Superior 
Court Judge Lillian Sing definitely 
will be a candidate for supervisor in 
District 1 this November and that 
means big trouble for incumbent Su¬ 
pervisor Jake McGoldrick as the 
popular Sing is a tireless campaigner 
and has loads of admirers 
and friends. Sing made 
her announcement 
Wednesday morning. 
McGoldrick will also 
likely face Joe 0 ’- 
Donoghue, who re¬ 
portedly is moving to 
District 1 to enter 
the race. 

Seeking to 
increase Lati¬ 
no support for 
same-sex marriage, state Board of 
Equalization Chairwoman Carole 
Migden enlisted the help of Chris¬ 
tine Chavez, granddaughter of 
labor and civil rights leader Cesar 
Chavez, for a Cinco de Mayo event 
May 5 in Sacramento. Chavez 
presided over the commitment 
ceremony of seven gay and lesbian 
couples. “I hope this will spur the 
debate,” Chavez told the Los Ange¬ 
les Times. “I hope people will stop 
me on the street to talk about this. 
I’m going to tell them this is about 
championing equality for every¬ 
one, not just Latinos.” 

Monday morning’s television 
carried live coverage of President 
George W. Bush, after a rushed 
ass-covering trip to the Pentagon, 
standing with Dick Cheney at his 
side, reading a carefully-prepared 
statement in which he insisted 
that Secretary of Defense Donald 
Rumsfeld was “doing a superb 
job” adding that “the nation owes 
him a debt of gratitude.” Bush 
took no questions from dozens of 
reporters gathered at the Penta¬ 
gon. Meanwhile, more Democrat¬ 
ic leaders are calling for Rums¬ 
feld’s resignation over the growing 
prisoner abuse scandal at Bagh¬ 
dad’s Abu Ghraib prison. 

Senator Dianne Feinstein (D- 
California) insists that if she had 
known about District Attorney 
Kamala Harris’s views on the 
death penalty, she probably 
wouldn’t have endorsed her last 
fall. Well, with all due respect to 
the good senator, if she doesn’t 
know a candidate’s views she 
should not be endorsing them for 
anything. As for Harris, she’s a 
committed, honest, tough prose¬ 
cutor and rest assured she will be 


putting the alleged killer of Offi¬ 
cer Isaac Espinoza away not to see 
the light of day again. It’s all but 
impossible to get the death penal¬ 
ty in the Bay Area (especially San 
Francisco County) and everyone 
knows that; because of recent 
changes in sentencing laws that re¬ 
ally puts the hammer to violent 
criminals, jurors are even more re¬ 
luctant to sentence any murderers 
to death„so life in prison without 
the possibility of parole is more 
likely the way to get a guilty ver¬ 
dict. In defending Harris, Alame¬ 
da County District Attorney Tom 
Orloff, Ms. Harris’s former boss, 
noted that sending a cop killer to 
death row is now nearly impossi¬ 
ble without clear proof that the 
accused killer had a prior plan to 
specifically kill a police officer. 
With a LWP conviction, the issue 
isn’t whether a cop killer will die 
in prison, but when. 

Donna Sachet, Audrey 
Joseph, Larry Hashbarger, and 
Bob Brunson are co-hosting a re- 
election fundraiser for Assembly- 
man Mark Leno at the popular 
Asia SF club, 9th and Howard 
streets, Monday, May 17, from 6-8 
p.m.

In Warroad, Minnesota, a gay 
couple was told they no longer 
could take communion or sing in 
the choir at their Catholic church 
because of their relationship. Dale 
Sand and Tom Pepera, who have 
been together for five years, said 
their priest asked them to restrict 
participation in church activities 
after Sand wrote a letter support¬ 
ing same-sex marriage that was 
published in the Grand Forks 
(North Dakota) Herald newspaper. 

And in Kansas, a proposed con¬ 
stitutional amendment declaring 
that the state recognizes marriage 
as being only between one man and 
one woman failed to win enough 
House support in Topeka to submit 
it to voters; the vote in the Kansas 
House was 79-45, just five votes shy 
of the needed two-thirds majority. 
The state Senate had previously 
adopted the proposal. 

In Sacramento last week, Gov¬ 
ernor Schwarzenegger’s adminis¬ 
tration reportedly sneaked into 
the office of a state official and 
mounted a photograph of the new 
governor after the officeholder 
had refused to do so himself. Su¬ 
perintendent of Public Instruc¬ 
tion Jack O’Connell, a Democrat 
(the post is officially nonpartisan), 
didn’t want the photo of the gov¬ 
ernor in his office because his of¬ 
fice’s work can include policy dis¬ 
putes with the governor. Mainte¬ 
nance workers installed it after the 
Department of Education staff 
had left the office for the day.

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Saddamites in the military

ith the sexual abuse 
scandal coming out of 
the Abu Ghraib prison in 
Iraq, the U.S. military continues 
its long and complex relationship 
with homosexuality. 

The American military had its 
origins as an effective fighting 
force in the training and discipline 
given it by Baron Frederich von 
Steuben, who trained General 
George Washington’s rag-tag 
forces at Valley Forge in 1778. Von 
Steuben, a Prussian, literally wrote 
the book on American military 
discipline and order. Historians 
believe he was indispensable to 
the success of the Continental 
Army, and therefore to American 
independence. But, according to 
author Randy Shilts, von 
Steuben’s services were available 
to the Americans in 1778 only be¬ 
cause he had fled Prussia after 
being accused of “having taken fa¬ 
miliarities with young boys which 
[Prussian] law forbids and pun¬ 
ishes severely.” 

That same year, the Continen¬ 
tal Army court-martialed a lieu¬ 
tenant general who had been 
caught in bed with another man. 
He was the first known victim of 
the American military’s antiho¬ 
mosexual policies. 

Beginning in the 20th century, 
the military adopted formal regu¬ 
lations excluding homosexuals 
from service. Regulations in¬ 
formed draft boards and officers 
that male homosexuals could be 
detected by “feminine body char¬ 


acteristics,” “effeminacy in dress or 
manner,” or “patulous [enlarged] 
rectum.” Effeminate men who 
were otherwise “normal” should 
be rejected for service, according 
to the regulations, because they 
“would become subject to ridicule 
and ‘joshing’ which will harm the 
general morale and will incapaci¬ 
tate the individuals.” 

Yet during each period of war, 
discharges for homosexuality have 
declined. During World War II, 
for example, more than 18.mil¬ 
lion Americans were induct¬ 
ed, but fewer than 5,000 
were rejected for homo¬ 
sexuality. My grandfa¬ 
ther, who served in the 
Pacific theater, tells me that 
known homosexuals 
often served without 
incident or problem 
during the war. He 
does recall, however, 
that in a few cases they were sub¬ 
jected to taunting, teasing, and 
even physical abuse. 

Physical and verbal abuse, ac¬ 
companied by officially sanc¬ 
tioned witch-hunts delving into 
soldiers’ private lives, have been 
hallmarks of the military’s treat¬ 
ment of known and suspected 
gays. 

Who can forget the ghastly 
murder of Private First Class 
Barry Winchell, bludgeoned with 
a baseball bat in his sleep by a fel¬ 
low soldier who had heard rumors 
Winchell was gay? 

Who can forget the chilling 
testimony of Marine Colonel 
Frederick Peck, before the Senate 
Armed Services Committee dur¬ 


ing the debate over “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell”? Peck said he would 
not want his own gay son to serve 
in the military because “I would 
be very fearful that his life would 
be in jeopardy from his own 
troops.” 

Now there is evidence that U.S. 
soldiers sought to humiliate some 
Iraqi prisoners by forcing them to 
strip and simulate homosexual 
acts. One photo shows a naked 
male prisoner kneeling in front of 
another naked male prisoner, 
as if performing oral sex. 
Other photos show nude 
male prisoners’ bodies 
entwined with one an¬ 
other. According to one 
report, a male prisoner was 
sodomized “with a 
chemical light and 
perhaps a broom¬ 
stick.” More such 
horrific revelations 
are sure to come. 

Why would U.S. soldiers, some 
seen smiling next to their live 
pornography, subject prisoners to 
this abuse? Perhaps the abuse was 
an attempt to “break down” the 
prisoners before interrogation. 
Perhaps it was considered punish¬ 
ment for bad behavior. Perhaps 
the soldiers were just having some 
sadistic fun. Perhaps some combi¬ 
nation of these was involved. We’ll 
learn more when the trials begin. 

But why the specifically homo¬ 
sexual nature of the abuse? I can 
think of many ways to humiliate 
someone, but this would not be 
the first way that comes to mind. 

The answer, I think, comes 
from the words of one of the pris-

oners, as quoted by the Associate 
Press: “We are men. It’s OK if they 
beat me,” he said. “Beatings don’t 
hurt us; it’s just a blow. But no one 
would want their manhood to be 
shattered. They wanted us to feel 
as though we were women, the 
way women feel, and this is the 
worst insult, to feel like a woman.” 

U.S. soldiers, male and female, 
were exploiting a commonly ac¬ 
cepted fact of military cultures 
around the world: the most de¬ 
grading thing that can happen to a 
man is to be feminized, and to be 
homosexual is to be feminized. 
That fact has long been part of 
U.S. military culture. 

There are two other facile, but 
perhaps correct, conclusions to 
draw about the homosexual na¬ 
ture of the abuse at the Abu 
Ghraib prison. One is that the in¬ 
cidents evidence a culture of ex¬ 
treme homophobia in the U.S. 
military. On the other hand, 
prison authorities may have pri¬ 
marily been taking advantage of 
the revulsion toward homosexu¬ 
ality evident in Islamic societies. 

The other facile conclusion is 
that the homophobia of the Bush 


administration has fueled these 
incidents. The Bush administra¬ 
tion has done some fairly rotten 
things, starting with the presi¬ 
dent’s unforgivable support for a 
constitutional amendment ban¬ 
ning gay marriage. But I doubt 
such things trickle down much. 
Discharges for homosexuality are 
actually lower now than they were 
when Bill Clinton, a relatively gay- 
friendly president, was in office. 
On the other hand, that could be 
attributable to the war. 

The sexual abuse scandal com¬ 
ing out of the Abu Ghraib prison 
in Iraq is full of ironies. Here we 
have American soldiers humiliat¬ 
ing captured Iraqis in the very 
prison where Saddam Hussein’s 
henchmen tortured people. In any 
event, it is just another chapter in 
the military’s schizophrenic gay 
history. ▼

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basis for exclusion since there is 
no way for lesbian and gay couples 
to meet that requirement.” 

Representatives from Adop¬ 
tion.com did not return phone 
calls from the B.A.R. seeking com¬ 
ment.

Last week, Federal District 
Court Judge Phyllis Hamilton 
agreed that the couple has a case 
based on California law, a decision 
that the men applauded.

AIDS agencies 
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meant mental health and sub¬ 
stance abuse services have taken 
cuts just because of their lower 
priority. And yet, we know that for 
many people living with HIV and 
AIDS there are acute mental 
health problems.” 

Brett Andrews, PRC’s executive 


director, said while a chart on the 
proposed cuts says his program 
only serves 22 clients, it is really 
400 people who would be impact¬ 
ed if the agency lost its $140,000 
contract to provide back-to-work 
training for people with AIDS. 

“It is a significant cut within 
the program. We would have to 
lay off two full-time employees,” 
said Andrews. “Our strategy is 
very much like last year, to contin¬ 


ue to remind and educate our leg¬ 
islators and the San Francisco 
community of the significance of 
these services.” 

The Health Commission will 
finalize the contingency plan at its 
May 18 meeting. Agency directors 
are already meeting with members 
of the Board of Supervisors to 
lobby for their programs and have 
funding restored. The supervisors 
will take up the budget in June.V 
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rector of Pride, told the B.A.R. 
that he was “very, very happy” to 
have received the letter. 

“It’s a most welcome letter,” 
Witherington said Tuesday after¬ 
noon. 

Witherington pointed out that 
former GOP Governor Pete Wil¬ 
son never did submit a welcome 
letter; Democratic Governor Gray 
Davis was the first, he added. 

“I’m very pleased Governor 
Schwarzenegger followed in that 
tradition,” Witherington said. 

Since last year’s Pride, of 
course, Davis was ousted from of¬ 
fice in the historic recall election 
last fall, and Schwarzenegger was 
swept into office during the same 
election. 

Up until the welcome letter, 
Schwarzenegger has said very lit¬ 
tle regarding the LGBT communi¬ 
ty, and the comments have been a 
mixed bag. During the recall cam¬ 
paign, the governor’s staff said 
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that Schwarzenegger would not 
have signed AB205, Assembly¬ 
woman Jackie Goldberg’s (D-Los 
Angeles) bill that expands rights 
and responsibilities for state-reg¬ 
istered domestic partners. 

In March, during the “Winter of 
Love” when San Francisco was in 
the midst of marrying same-sex 
couples, Schwarzenegger made 
what many in the community con¬ 
sidered negative remarks. In a na¬ 
tionally televised interview on 
NBC’s Meet the Press , Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger said there could be riots in the 
streets if the city continued per¬ 
forming gay and lesbian weddings. 
Less than two weeks later, however, 
the governor was on NBC’s Tonight 
Show and told host Jay Leno that it 
would be “fine with me” if voters or 
the courts changed state law to per¬ 
mit same-sex unions. 

On March 11, the California 
Supreme Court ordered San Fran¬ 
cisco to stop performing the gay 
nuptials. The justices will hear ar¬ 
guments in the case May 25. 

Schwarzenegger has not com¬ 
mented on Assemblyman Mark 


Leno’s (D-San Francisco) AB1967, 
the Marriage License Non-Dis¬ 
crimination Act, which would 
amend the state’s family code to 
allow same-sex couples to obtain a 
marriage license. On the national 
level, President Bush has refused to 
proclaim June as Gay Pride Month 
since taking office. ▼

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Longtime LLEGO exec, director resigns

i f all good runs must come to 
an end, most people seem to 
agree that it’s best to leave 
while the going is still good. 

Eight years ago, LLEGO - the 
National Latina/o Lesbian, Gay, Bi¬ 
sexual and Transgender Organiza¬ 
tion in Washington, D.C. - had a 
staff of 10 people and a budget of 
$500,000. Under the leadership of 
Executive Director Martin Or- 
nelas-Quintero, it has since dou¬ 
bled its staff, tripled its budget, and 
expanded the scope of its work na¬ 
tionally and internationally. 

On May 3, LLEGO announced 
that Ornelas-Quintero is stepping 
down, effective upon his con¬ 
tract’s expiration July 31. A search 
is already under way for his re¬ 
placement. Although unreachable 


by the Bay Area Reporter by press 
time, Ornelas-Quintero said in a 
statement that his time and ener¬ 
gies now belonged to his family. 

“I am very proud of all that has 
been accomplished during my 
tenure as executive director. It’s 
time now for someone else to take 
it to a new level,” said Ornelas- 
Quintero. “And it’s time to place 
my passion for LLEGO into my 
family and into raising my sqn.” 

He emphasized that LLEGO’s 
continued success would require 
further development of its public 
policy and government relations 
work, and the ability to raise more 
unrestricted funds. 

The organization is the only 
national nonprofit devoted to ad¬ 
vocating for Latina/o LGBT com¬ 
munities, which it has done 
through the successful building of 
coalitions nationwide. 
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Born out of the HIV/AIDS cri¬ 
sis and founded in 1987, the orga¬ 
nization has focused on strength¬ 
ening the cultural competency of 
HIV prevention programs. Under 
Ornelas-Quintero, LLEGO 
launched Horizontes, a program 
that works with service providers 
and advocates promoting HIV 
testing and prevention. It has also 
run programs to strengthen com¬ 
munity-based organizations and 
political mobilization. 

“The Latino LGBT movement 
has matured a great deal in the last 
decade with the Latino popula¬ 
tion explosion in the United 
States,” said Damian Goldvarg, 
LLEGO board co-chair. “Not only 
are Latinos players in all aspects of 
life from business to politics to en¬ 
tertainment, but, because of 
Martin’s vision and perseverance, 
Latinos are now a force to be reck¬ 
oned with in the LGBT civil rights 
movement.” 

Local groups also said that they 
are grateful for the work of Or¬ 
nelas-Quintero. 

“He’s done an incredible job, 
and gave a lot of his life to the or¬ 
ganization,” said Prado Gomez, 
executive director of Proyecto 
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LLEGO's Martin Ornelas-Quintero 


ContraSIDA Por Vida, a Latina/o 
LGBT and HIV organization in 
the Mission District. 

Gomez said that Ornelas- 
Quintero’s departure “makes 
sense” after all these years, and 
that he is not concerned about the 
organization’s future. 

“It has grown dramatically 


since he’s been there,” he said, 
adding that such growth has 
strengthened local groups nation¬ 
wide. “It’s important, as local or¬ 
ganizations, to feel like there’s a 
national voice representing the 
queer Latino community. It vali¬ 
dates our work and really is an in¬ 
valuable organization to have.” ▼ 


City plans to cut HIV 
infections in half by 2008

B y 2008 San Francisco 
health officials want 
to reduce by half new 
HIV infections among gay 
and bisexual men, injection 
drug users, and male-to-fe- 
male transgender people, 
as well as eliminate perina¬ 
tal infections and those 
among heterosexuals. 

The goals are outlined 
in the city’s 2004 HIV Pre¬ 
vention Plan and mark the 
first time health officials 
have committed them¬ 
selves to reaching such 
specified targets. It is esti¬ 
mated there are 1,082 new 
HIV infections each year, 
with 90 percent of those 
among gay and bi men. 

“It is our intent. We 
don’t write documents just 
to print them so we certainly in¬ 
tend to try to do it,” said Steven 
Tierney, the city’s director of HIV 
prevention and a co-chair of the 
HIV Prevention and Planning 
Council, which spent the last year 
developing the new plan. 

Officials at the Stop AIDS Pro¬ 
ject, which has two employees as 
HPPC members, said it is impor¬ 
tant to set goals in HIV prevention 
that do aim high. 

“While the goal is high, it’s 
clear it will take every institution 
in the gay and lesbian community 
to step up to the plate to achieve 
that goal,” said Stop AIDS 
spokesman Jason Riggs. “It’s a dif¬ 
ferent perspective. It is going to 
take an active commitment 
among every institution that col¬ 
lectively creates the gay communi¬ 
ty” 

To reach their goals, health of¬ 
ficials said they intend to radical¬ 
ly change how the city approaches 
and funds HIV prevention pro¬ 
grams. And departing from feder¬ 
al health officials’ moves to fund 
only HIV prevention for positives,

local officials will maintain target¬ 
ing negative people as a priority. 

“Are we opposed to testing? 
Absolutely not. We feel it is im¬ 
portant for people to know their 
status and have access to care,” 
said Israel Nieves-Rivera, an 
HPPC co-chair. “The elimination 
of HIV prevention for high-risk 
negatives we are opposed to.” 

Officials with the AIDS Office 
have already begun to meet with 
leaders of the 56 agencies working 
on HIV prevention and will begin 
meeting with community mem¬ 
bers later this month to outline 
the new plan and receive feedback. 
By fall, the AIDS Office will seek 
new proposals for how best to 
redirect HIV prevention funds. 

“Yeah, it is a radical departure 
from our last plan,” developed in 
2000, said Tierney. “With funding 
expected to - at our most opti¬ 
mistic - stay flat, and with in¬ 
creased administrative costs, it 
means a cut in direct services. My 
mission is to see that as much 
money goes to direct services and 
make sure they are services people 


want and people will par¬ 
ticipate in.” 

The title of the first 
meeting, held on April 30, 
indicates just how monu¬ 
mental a shift HIV preven¬ 
tion leaders want to see in 
how agencies address the 
city’s HIV epidemic. Called 
“Strategic Collaborations 
and Mergers: Survival 
Strategies for a New Econo¬ 
my” the workshop, attend¬ 
ed by 19 people from nine 
agencies, was intended as a 
wake-up call that with 
money for AIDS drying up 
it is time to depart with old 
measures that no longer 
work. 

“It wouldn’t mean for 
me shutting down agencies. 
_ It means for me an oppor¬ 
tunity for people to look at 

_ how they do their work,” 

explained Tierney. “Many 
of these agencies are celebrating 
their 25 years of doing business. 
Maybe it is time to see if there are 
ways some can collaborate on best 
practices and share them with 
each other.” 

Tierney pointed to the fact that 
many gay men in their 20s in the 
Castro are no longer interested in 
certain activities and AIDS agen¬ 
cies need to retool their approach¬ 
es and events. 

“We need to ask them what 
they want and take a look at doing 
joint programs where two people 
work in the Castro or others go to 
South of Market or to the Polk 
and work with young men there,” 
he said. “There are a lot of tried 
and true programs that people 
don’t participate in anymore. 
What you are seeing in this plan is 
an acknowledgment that the sta¬ 
tus quo is not good enough.” ▼

Signs/symptoms may include pain and discomfort, hardened skin, redness, bumps, itching and swelling. 9% of patients had ISRs that required 
them to take over-the-counter pain medicine or limit their usual activities. 

Pneumonia: Patients taking FUZEON with other anti-HIV medicines got bacterial pneumonia more often than patients not taking FUZEON. It is unclear if this 
was related to the use of FUZEON. You should contact your healthcare provider right away if you have a cough, fever or trouble breathing. Patients are more 
likely to get bacterial pneumonia if they have a low number of CD4 cells, have a high viral load, use intravenous (injected into the vein) drugs, smoke or have 
had lung disease in the past. 

Allergic reactions: Allergic reactions have been seen with FUZEON and can occur if FUZEON is restarted. Symptoms of a serious allergic reaction with 
FUZEON can include rash, fever, nausea and vomiting, chills, shaking, low blood pressure and increased liver enzymes. Other adverse events that may 
be an immune response and have been reported in patients taking FUZEON include serious immune system reactions, severe breathing difficulties, 
inflammation of the kidney and Guillain-Barre syndrome. 

Other Side Effects: The side effects seen most often in patients taking FUZEON with their other anti-HIV medicines were diarrhea (26.8%), nausea 
(20.1%) and fatigue (16.1%). These side effects were seen less often than in patients taking anti-HIV medicines without FUZEON: diarrhea (33.5%), 
nausea (23.7%) and fatigue (17.4%). This list of side effects is not complete because FUZEON is still being studied. 

If you have questions about side effects, ask your healthcare provider. Report any new or worsening symptoms to your healthcare provider.

Generic Name: enfuvirtide (en-FEW-ver-tide) for Injection 

This leaflet contains important information for patients and their caregivers about 
FUZEON. Please read this leaflet and FUZEON Injection Instructions carefully before 
you start using FUZEON. Always read the section ‘Changes since the last version of 
this leaflet" at the end of this leaflet each time you get your FUZEON prescription 
refilled. There may be important new information about the use of FUZEON. 

This information does not take the place of talking with your healthcare provider 
about your medical conditions or treatment. 

What is FUZEON? 

FUZEON is a medicine called an HIV (human immunodeficiency virus) fusion inhibitor. 
FUZEON is always used with other anti-HIV medicines to treat adults and children 
aged 6 years and older with HIV infection. FUZEON is not used by itself to treat 
HIV infection, 

FUZEON blocks HIV’s ability to infect healthy CD4 cells. When used with other 
anti-HIV medicines, FUZEON can reduce the amount of HIV in the blood and increase 
the number of CD4 cells. This may keep your immune system healthy, so it can help 
fight infection. 

FUZEON does not cure HIV Infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of FUZEON are 
not known at this time. People taking FUZEON may still get opportunistic 
infections or other conditions that can happen with HIV infection. For these 
reasons, it is very important that you remain under the care of your healthcare 
provider while taking FUZEON. 

Does FUZEON lower the chance of passing HIV to other people? 

FUZEON does not lower your chance of passing HIV to other people through 
unprotected sex, sharing needles or being exposed to your blood. For your own 
health and the health of others, it is important to continue to practice safer sex. Use 
a latex or polyurethane condom or other barrier method to lower the chance of 
sexual contact with semen, vaginal secretions or blood. Never use or share dirty 
needles. Ask your healthcare provider if you have any questions about safer sex or 
how to prevent passing HIV to other people. 


■ If you take too much FUZEON, call your healthcare provider right away. We do not 
know what can happen if you take too much FUZEON. You will be watched very 
carefully if you take too much FUZEON. 

It Is important that you put your used syringes into a special sharps container 
after injecting FUZEON. Your healthcare provider will give you more instructions 
about the safe disposal of your used syringes. Do not put them In a trash can. 

If you do not have a sharps container, call your healthcare provider or pharmacist 
to get one before using FUZEON. 

Can FUZEON be used with other medicines? 

• FUZEON does not affect other anti-HIV medicines or the medicine rifampin (also 
known as rifampicin and manufactured under the brand names Rifadin® and 
Rimactane*). You can take FUZEON at the same times or at different times than 
your other anti-HIV medicines. 

What should I a v oid while usin g FU Z EON? 

■ Avoid doing anything that can spread HIV infection, since FUZEON does not stop 
you from passing the HIV infection to others. 

• Do not share needles or other injection equipment. 

■ Do not share personal items that can have blood or body fluids on them, like 
toothbrushes or razor blades. 

• Do not have any kind of sex without protection. Always practice safer sex by using 
a latex or polyurethane condom oc other barrier method to reduce the chance of 
sexual contact with semen, vaginal secretions or blood. 

• Do not drive or operate heavy machinery if FUZEON makes you feel dizzy. 

What are the possible side effects of FUZEON? 

Injection site reactions 

FUZEON causes injection site reactions. Almost all people get injection site 

reactions with FUZEON. Reactions are usually mild to moderate but occasionally may 

be severe. Reactions on the skin where FUZEON is injected include: 

• itching 

• swelling 

■ redness 

• pain or tenderness 

• hardened skin 

• bumps 


These are not all the side effects of FUZEON. The list of side effects with FUZEON is 
not complete at this time because FUZEON is still being studied. 

If you have questions about side effects, ask your healthcare provider. Report any 
new or continuing symptoms to your healthcare provider. Your healthcare provider 
will tell you what to do and may be able to help you with these side effects. 

How is FUZEON, stored? 

FUZEON vials not mixed with sterile water can be stored at room temperature (59* 
to 86*F). FUZEON should be refrigerated if it cannot be stored at room temperature. 
The Sterile Water for Injection (diluent) may be stored at room temperature 
(59* to 86 *F). 

After FUZEON has been mixed with the sterile water, the vial can be stored in a 
refrigerator for up to 24 hours. 

Do not use FUZEON or sterile water after the expiration date on the vials. Do not keep 
FUZEON that is out of date or that you no longer need. 

General information about the safe and effective use of FUZEON 
Medicines are sometimes prescribed for conditions not mentioned in patient 
information leaflets. Do not use FUZEON for a condition for which it was not 
prescribed. Do not give FUZEON to other people, even if they have the same 
symptoms you have. It may harm them. Keep FUZEON and all medicines out of the 
reach of children. 

This leaflet summarizes the most important information about FUZEON. If you would 
like more information, talk with your healthcare provider or see the section, * Where 
can I get more information about FUZEON?' in this leaflet. You can ask your 
healthcare provider or pharmacist for information about FUZEON that is written for 
healthcare professionals. 

What are the ingredients in FUZEON? 

Active Ingredients: enfuvirtide 

Inactive Ingredients: Mannitol, sodium carbonate, sodium hydroxide and 
hydrochloric acid. 

FUZEON comes packaged as a convenience kit containing the following: 

■ 60 vials of FUZEON (2 cartons of 30 each) 

• 60 vials of Sterile Water for Injection (2 cartons of 30 each) 

• syringes for mixing (3 mL/cc) 

• syringes for injecting (1 mL/cc) 


Who should not use FUZEON? 

Do not use FUZEON if you are allergic to any of the ingredients in FUZEON. 
See the end of this leaflet for a list of ingredients in FUZEON. 

Tell your healthcare provider: 

• if you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant. We do not know if FUZEON can 
harm your unborn child. You and your healthcare provider will need to decide if 
FUZEON is right for you. If you use FUZEON while you are pregnant, talk with your 
healthcare provider about how you can be in the Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry. 

■ if you are breast-feeding. You should not breast-feed if you are HIV-positive 
because of the chance of passing HIV to your baby. Also, it is not known if 
FUZEON can pass into your breast milk and if it can harm your baby, 
about ail your medical conditions. 

about all the medicines you use, including prescription and nonprescription 
medicines, vitamins and herbal supplements. FUZEON has not been tested 
with all medicines. 

How should I use FUZEON? 

Before you use FUZEON, make sure you understand all of the information in this 
leaflet and the FUZEON Injection Instructions that come with your medicine. You or 
your caregiver should be trained by a healthcare provider before injecting it. If you do 
not understand all the information, talk with your healthcare provider about your 
questions or concerns. 

■ Use FUZEON with other anti-HIV medicines. Do not use FUZEON as your only 
anti-HIV medicine. 

• FUZEON must be injected. FUZEON does not work if it is swallowed. 

• Do not mix other medicines in the same syringe with FUZEON. 

■ FUZEON is given under the skin by injection (a “shot”) in the upper arm, upper leg 
or abdomen two times a day. See the FUZEON Injection Instructions that come with 
your medicine for step-by-step instructions about how to inject FUZEON. 

• Do not inject FUZEON in the same area as you did the time before. Do not inject 
FUZEON into the following areas: around the navel (belly button), scar tissue, a 
bruise or a mole, or where there is an injection site reaction. 

• Do not inject FUZEON if you see particles floating in the FUZEON vial after you 
mix it. 

• You can use FUZEON whether you have eaten or not. Food does not affect FUZEON. 
However, you must keep taking your other medicines the way you did before. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking FUZEON without first talking with your 
healthcare provider. 

• See your healthcare provider regularly while using FUZEON. 

• When your FUZEON supply runs low, be sure to have it refilled. This is very 
important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine 
is stopped for even a short time. If you miss or skip doses of FUZEON, HIV may 
develop resistance to FUZEON and become harder to treat. 

■ If you miss a dose of FUZEON. take the missed dose as soon as you can and then 
take your next dose as scheduled. If you have missed a dose of FUZEON and it is 
close to the time when you are supposed to take your next dose, wait and take the 
next dose as regularly scheduled. Do not take two doses of FUZEON at the same time. 


These reactions generally happen within the first week of FUZEON treatment and 
usually happen again as you keep using FUZEON. A reaction at one skin injection 
site usually lasts for less than 7 days. 

Injection site reactions may be worse when injections are given again in the same 
place on the body or when the injection is given deeper than it should be (for 
example, into the muscle). 

If you are worried about the reaction you are having, call your healthcare provider 
to help you decide if you need medical care. If the injection site reaction you 
are having is severe, call your healthcare provider right away. If you have an 
injection site reaction, you can discuss with your healthcare provider ways to help 
the symptoms. 

An injection site can get infected. To lower your chances of getting an 
injection site infection, it is important to follow the FUZEON Injection Instructions that 
come with your medicine. Call your healthcare provider right away if there art 
signs of infection at the injection site such as oozing, increasing heat, swelling, 
redness or pain. 

Pneumonia 

Patients with HIV get bacterial pneumonia more often than patients without HIV. 
In clinical trials, patients taking FUZEON with other HIV medicines got bacterial 
pneumonia more often than patients not receiving FUZEON. It is unclear if this was 
related to the use of FUZEON. You should contact your healthcare provider right 
away If you have a cough, fever or trouble breathing. Patients are more likely to 
get bacterial pneumonia if they had a low number of CD4 cells, increased amount of 
HIV in the blood, intravenous (injected into the vein) drug use, smoking or had 
experienced lung disease in the past. It is unclear if pneumonia is related to FUZEON. 
Allergic reactions 

FUZEON can cause serious allergic reactions. Symptoms of a serious allergic 
reaction with FUZEON can include: 

• trouble breathing 

• fever with vomiting and a skin rash 
■ blood in your urine 

• swelling of your feet 

Call your healthcare provider right away if you get any of these symptoms. 

Other side effects 

The following side effects were seen more often in patients using FUZEON with 
their other anti-HIV medicines than in patients not using FUZEON with their other 
anti-HIV medicines: 

• pain and numbness in feet or legs 

• loss of sleep 
' depression 

• decreased appetite 

• weakness or loss of strength 

- muscle pain 

- constipation 

• pancreas problems 


• alcohol pads 
- injection instructions

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Gay nurse gives 
intensive care

Who: Andreas Fischer 

What: Intensive care unit nurse

alt Whitman was Ameri¬ 
ca’s first well-known 
queer nurse. He tended 
to wounded and dying boys dur¬ 
ing the Civil War and shared his 
experiences in poetry. In the dying 
years of AIDS, many in the queer 
community followed Whitman’s 
lead and became informal nurses 
- caring for loved ones and being 
initiated into the art of dying. 
Today, queer nurses not only take 
care of other people, they take care 
of themselves - nursing is a 
booming field with relatively high 
wages, highly flexible hours, job 
security, and a wide variety of in¬ 
teresting career paths. This week I 
interview an heir to Whitman’s 
other legacy - Andreas Fischer: 
gay man, motorcycle daddy, and 
ICU nurse. 

Do you have to like blood to be 
a nurse? 

You don’t have to like 
it, but you’re going to 
encounter it. There’s 
no way around 
it. Patients are 
going to bleed. 

You are going to 
draw blood. Other people have 
problems with poop or vomit be¬ 
cause things that are foul can trig¬ 
ger a reaction. But when a patient 
hasn’t had a bowel movement in a 
week, and they’re experiencing 
tremendous pain because of the 
cramps and gas pains, nurses get 
very excited about poop. 

Why did you decide to become a 
nurse? 

I switched careers about two 
years ago. I was in sales where my 
job was about producing the 
numbers, and I didn’t want to risk 
my customer base by coming out. 
What I like about nursing is that 
being gay isn’t an issue. 

And when I looked at a med¬ 
ical career, I looked at the doctor 
route and the nurse route, and the 
nurse was a better fit for me. 

What does an ICU nurse do? 

We take care of critically ill pa¬ 
tients. Patients are critically ill be¬ 
cause of a disease process, when 
they have had major surgery and 
they are recovering, or when they 
are at the end of their life. Many of 
our patients are ventilated (a res¬ 
pirator is breathing for them), se¬ 
dated, and physically unstable. We 
work hard to help them recover 
from their surgery and to stabilize 
them medically to the point where 
they no longer require intensive 
care. 

Is there a high demand for nurses 
now? 

There’s a huge demand around 
the world partly because the baby 
boom generation is beginning to re¬ 
tire. There is an increasing emphasis 
on health care issues for older 
adults. Another demand factor is 
that for hospital safety reasons, Cal¬ 
ifornia recently enacted ratio laws 
that limit the number of patients a 
nurse can take care of. In ICU, for 
example, I cannot take care of more 
than two people at a time. 


Nursing is no longer an under¬ 
paid, overworked profession. If 
you’re going to be a staff nurse at 
a hospital, you could expect to 
start at $30 per hour plus benefits. 
As a nurse I can go anywhere in 
the country and have a job in 24 
hours - that’s job security. 

Is it difficult when people die? 

Death is one of those things 
that we all get to experience once 
(at least once!) and it doesn’t have 
to be a bad thing. Nurses look at 
what’s important to people at the 
end of life. Usually this means: 
having major peace with God or 
whomever you consider your cre¬ 
ator; having your family and 
friends with you, not being alone; 
and not having any pain. These 
are things we can do. It does get 
hard when someone dies. But, as a 
nurse, it’s a chance to make a huge 
difference for a patient at the end 
of their life. And also to help make 
it a good transition for 
the family. 

What are your hours 
like? 

My hours are one 
of my favorite parts 
about this job. I work three 
12-hour shifts, which means 
I have four 
days a week 
off. 

How's being a nurse like the TV 
show ER? 

It’s like ER in that we see very 
similar situations, just not every 
five minutes - you don’t run your 
entire shift. We see patients who 
bleed profusely, or are in intense 
pain, or delusional, withdrawing 
from alcohol or drugs. There are 
times when the patients are 
screaming and we are reacting as 
nurses to relieve their pain and 
discomfort and allow them to 
cope with the stress of being in an 
ICU or whatever setting they’re in. 
It’s a very controlled atmosphere. 
Nurses know when to react quick¬ 
ly and how to react. What you see 
on TV is people overreacting. 

What would you recommend to 
someone interested in nursing? 

I learned about nursing by vol¬ 
unteering in an emergency room 
for two years. It became a place to 
try out the career and learn about 
different aspects of nursing. So my 
advice would be to volunteer at 
any hospital or hospice. 

Tell us about the training. 

Most schools in the Bay Area 
have some kind of nursing pro¬ 
gram. I got accepted into the mas¬ 
ter’s entry program into nursing 
at UCSF. They take people with a 
bachelor’s degree in an unrelated 
field and put them through a pro¬ 
gram where within one year you 
are qualified to sit for your RN li¬ 
cense exam. And then you go di¬ 
rectly into a two-year advanced 
practice degree, which will make 
you a nurse practitioner or a clin¬ 
ical nurse specialist. 

Are there many male nurses 
where you work? 

I hate that term! It implies gay! 
Why qualify it as male nurse? I’m a 
nurse. Nursing originally was done 
by men. Women started becoming 
nurses during the Crimean Wars 
[1855] when Florence Nightingale 
became famous.

feel safe in allowing us to do and 
the relationship has an enormous 
obstacle there. It seems unneces¬ 
sary when there are so many pos¬ 
itive men to date.” 

Cooley and Joseph are not 
alone in opting to only swim in a 
dating pool with other HIV-posi¬ 
tive men. Nor are positive men the 
only ones serosorting. Negative 
men are also wading into a world 
where they only seek out other 
negative men. 

George, a 33-year-old negative 
man who asked that his last name 
not be used, said after he moved 
to San Francisco 12 years ago he 
began to rethink dating positive 
men. 

“Way back before I had moved 
to San Francisco I dated any guy. 
Positive or negative it didn’t mat¬ 
ter,” wrote George in an e-mail re¬ 
sponse to questions after he post¬ 
ed an ad on craigslist.org. “I was 
actually in a relationship with an 
HIV-positive guy for almost three 
years when I was in college. Yes, it 
was different and difficult at times 
and love is not status prejudice.” 

But in San Francisco, George 
said he began noticing that there 
were positive guys he could not 
tell had HIV and tended to not 
disclose their status. 

“I had to relearn my thinking 
on the situation and really learn 
how to trust people all over again. 

I never really was focused on the 


issue until I noticed a rise in other 
sexually transmitted diseases and 
that led me to believe that people 
were having riskier sex and it was 
breeding stronger strains of 
STDs,” he said. “What tends to 
turn me off are the ones who 
don’t tell you [they are positive] 
but you see signs and flashing 
lights that they are untruthful of 
their situation; or most are not 
aware and don’t care.” 

Now that he is in a four-year re¬ 
lationship where he is allowed to 
play on the side, he said it is im¬ 
portant to put in his online posts 
that he is only seeking other nega¬ 
tive guys. He doesn’t label it 
serosorting, a term he had never 
heard until contacted for this story. 

“My partner and I have times 
where we give permission to in¬ 
dulge our desires and it is amica¬ 
ble. I state that I prefer ‘NEG’ guys 
on the basis that there may be the 
uncontrolled ‘chemistry’ there 
that men sometimes have,” ex¬ 
plained George. “I don’t wish to 
imply that there may be a good 
chance for sex, but I also don’t dis¬ 
count it either. I just wish to try 
and maintain a sense of ‘safety’ if 
it does end in that way.” 

Opting to serosort 

According to interviews with 
over a dozen gay men, city health 
officials, and AIDS outreach 
workers more and more negative 
and positive men in San Francisco 
are opting to serosort. 

“It has been part of the discus¬ 
sion for a while. Lots of people I 


have spoken to, both positive and 
negative, are choosing their part¬ 
ners based on HIV status,” said 
Will Bland, director of communi¬ 
ty programs at the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation. “For some neg¬ 
ative men it is a strategy that has 
served them well. I hear that as 
well with positive men who don’t 
want to infect someone.” 

Steven Gibson, the director of 
Magnet, the gay men’s health cen¬ 
ter in the Castro, sees serosorting 
as a natural reaction to HIV rates. 

“As a gay man, to me it’s kind 
of a ‘duh.’ Of course this is going 
to happen. I think a lot of public 
health messages have been put out 
there that say ‘Assume everyone is 
positive.’ But it is not true, not 
everyone is positive,” said Gibson. 

In San Francisco it is estimat¬ 
ed that ?3 percent of gay men are 
positive, leaving 67 percent nega¬ 
tive. 

“Inevitably, people are going to 
make decisions based on serosta- 
tus,” said Gibson, who is negative 
and currently dating someone of 
the same serostatus, though he has 
dated positive men. 

Chris Owen, Stop AIDS’ asso¬ 
ciate program director, said since 
his agency started Positive Force, 
a program specifically designed 
for positive men, it has noted a de¬ 
crease in the last three years in 
HIV-positive men stating they are 
having unsafe sex with someone 
of an unknown serostatus. 

“It is a little bit of both 
serosorting and using condoms,” 
Owen said of the trend. 

With the growth of the Inter¬ 
net as a means for guys to meet 
sexual partners and boyfriends, 
serosorting has become almost an 
online norm. From specific Web 
sites that cater solely to positive 
men, or tell users to assume every¬ 
one there is positive to postings on 
craigslist where men state in their 
ads “HIV-negative you be too,” 
men can enter their own serosort- 
ed cyberspace with the click of a 
mouse. 

“The Internet is the great 
equalizer. It is where more HIV¬ 
positive people are coming out 
about their status. They don’t have 
to deal with rejection,” said Owen. 
“The Internet is one of the main 
factors for serosorting.” 

Terje Anderson, the executive 
director of the National Associa¬ 
tion of People With AIDS, re¬ 
marked at a local AIDS conference 
last month, “I am waiting for 
someone to found an HIV-posi¬ 
tive dating service. It is the right 
time for it because that is what 
people are doing out there.” 

Researchers have also noted 
the progression toward serosort¬ 
ing. At the Conference on Retro¬ 
viruses and Opportunistic Infec¬ 
tions in 2003, a study by the Glad¬ 
stone Institute of Virology and 
Immunology in San Francisco re¬ 
ported that the relatively stable 
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HIV incidence in certain cities, 
despite increased reports of un¬ 
protected sexual acts, was due to 
serosorting, wrote Dr. Stephen 
Taylor of the University of Birm¬ 
ingham, United Kingdom, in a re¬ 
port on Medscape.com. 

New trend? 

In January of this year, Willi 
McFarland, co-chief of the San 
Francisco AIDS Office’s 
HIV/AIDS Statistics and Epidemi¬ 
ology section, told members of 
the HIV Prevention Planning 
Council that city health officials 
have observed an increase in 
serosorting. 

“Positive men are less likely to 
engage in [unprotected anal sex] 
with people of unknown serosta¬ 
tus and more likely to have [un¬ 
protected anal sex] with other 
positive men, and negative men 
are less likely to engage in [unpro¬ 
tected anal sex] with known posi¬ 
tive men,” McFarland said, ac¬ 
cording to minutes of the meet¬ 
ing. “There has been a decrease in 
the number of negative people re¬ 
porting they knowingly engaged 
in sexual risk behavior with men 
they knew to be positive.” 

At this year’s retrovirus confer¬ 
ence, McFarland and other San 
Francisco researchers presented a 
study entitled “Increases in 
‘Serosorting’ May Prevent Further 
Expansion of the HIV Epidemic 
among MSM in San Francisco.” 
They noted that HIV serosorting 
is one strategy that could reduce 
HIV transmission on an individ¬ 
ual and community level. 

Using data collected from 
15,059 gay and bi men in San 
Francisco who sought anonymous 
HIV testing from 1998 to 2002, 
the researchers found the propor¬ 
tion of men who have sex with 
men (MSM) reporting sex with a 
known HIV-positive partner 
within the previous 12 months 
declined steadily from 1998 to 
2002. They found a concurrent 
decrease in both reported unpro¬ 
tected oral and anal sex with a 
known HIV-positive partner. 

The researchers concluded that 
HIV-negative men are increasing¬ 
ly serosorting, and that the de¬ 
crease in unprotected oral and 
anal sex with a known HIV-posi¬ 
tive partner suggests that con¬ 
doms are being used increasingly 
in serodiscordant partnerships. 

“Our findings provide cautious 
optimism that continuing rises in 
overall unprotected sex and sexu¬ 
ally transmitted diseases observed 
in recent years among San Fran¬ 
cisco’s MSM population may not 
necessarily translate into concur¬ 
rent increases in HIV incidence,” 
they wrote. 

In a separate study presented at 
the same conference looking at 
the city’s rising rates of syphilis, 
McFarland and other researchers 
found that HIV rates did not rise 
along with the other STD as 
health officials had feared. With 
65 percent of the men with 
syphilis in 2002 also being HIV¬ 
positive, the assumption is those 
men are serosorting. 

“The hypothesis that could ex¬ 
plain this is the sexual network of 
people with HIV is separate from 
people without HIV,” McFarland 
said in an interview. “I think these 
things [serosorting] are happen¬ 
ing and seeing the data shows it 
dampened what could have been 
an explosion in HIV.” 

Serosorting also has caught the 
eye of federal health officials who 
are looking to see if it could con¬ 
trol the spread of HIV. As the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention focuses its efforts on pos¬ 
itive men, the trend is only likely 
to grow as more positive men 
enter the dating pool and are told 
it is up to them not to transmit 
HIV. 


“From a scientific viewpoint, 
the CDC views serosorting as the 
best way to stop the spread of 
HIV,” said Owen, who attended a 
state-sponsored conference last 
year in the East Bay where the 
trend was discussed. 

With rapid HIV tests, Owen 
said the CDC officials at the meet¬ 
ing talked of using it at sex clubs 
to identify people who are positive 
and negative. In February, AHF 
officials ended a contract with the 
county health department to pro¬ 
vide HIV testing at bathhouses 
after it was denied entry into most 
of them. 

“Two guys come into the sex 
club and use the test, the guy who 
tests positive gets a red towel and 
the negative guy gets a blue towel. 
I am HIV-negative, and the guy 
who I was dating at the time was 
positive, so you are telling me he 
wears a red towel and I wear a blue 
towel?” Owen, who said he does 
not personally believe in serosort¬ 
ing, recalled thinking at the time. 
In Los Angeles this month, the 
AIDS Healthcare Foundation de¬ 
manded it be allowed to use the 
rapid tests for patrons of the city’s 
bathhouses. 

During the President’s Adviso¬ 
ry Council on HIV/AIDS March 
meeting, Dr. Mark Thrun, med¬ 
ical director for HIV prevention 
with the Denver Public Health 
Department, was asked about 
serosorting. According to minutes 
of the meeting, Thrun said, 
“Serosorting as a prevention 
model is theoretically a good 
model for reducing infectious¬ 
ness, however in reality stigma 
prevents it from being a viable 
model for domestic prevention.” 

‘Seroapartheid’? 

Serosorting raises troubling 
questions not only about how it 
affects transmission of STDs other 
than HIV, but what the psycho¬ 
logical and social impacts are of 
gay men creating a serodivide. 
Some liken it to a seroapartheid. 

“We are segregating our own 
culture. It is terrible to have the 
positive club over here and the 
negative club over there. I think it 
is horrible,” said Mike, 41, who has 
been positive since 1986 and asked 
that his last name not be used. “I 
am trying really, really hard not to 
make a rule I will only date or 
have sex with positive men. I think 
it should be equal. There should¬ 
n’t be any divisiveness in my own 
community.” 

As for all those online postings 
that say “negative seeking nega¬ 
tive,” Mike said, “It makes a guy 
like me feel isolated. It is hard as a 
gay man who is very healthy. I 
have not been on meds for two 
years but I still have the virus. 
Having HIV shouldn’t preclude 
me as being a pariah from inter¬ 
acting with other people who are 
different from me.” 

George, who posts “seeking 
negative” ads, said he can under¬ 
stand the views of positive guys 
like Mike. But he doesn’t view 
serosorting as segregation. 

“Everyone has their own ideas, 
desires and choices in life. ... You 
can choose your clothes, food, TV 
shows to watch and who you have 
sex with, that is not segregation,” 
he said. “That person who is seek¬ 
ing a ‘NEG’ guy to have sex with 
may in fact be thinking of‘unsafe’ 
actions sexually as well and wants 
to keep their mind at ease. Kind of 
what got the ‘POZ’ guys in the sit¬ 
uation they are in. ...That mo¬ 
ment of poor judgment.” 

By creating a community 
norm that assumes everyone is 
positive, Gibson said people tend 
to respond differently once they 
find out a person’s serostatus is 
different from their own. 

“If I ask the question, ‘Would

Patrick P. Maes 


Patrick P. Maes, renaissance man, 
producer of many famed revue produc¬ 
tions in Las Vegas and Reno, died at his 



home in San Fran¬ 
cisco on May 1, 
2004, after a brief 
illness. A native of 
Buston, Kansas, 

Mr. Maes, 60, pro¬ 
duced international 
shows that brought 
pleasure and laugh¬ 
ter to his audience. 
One of his most 
popular productions included the world 
renowned “Bottoms Up”, a comedy re¬ 
view that was staged in true burlesque 
fashion with pretty women, handsome 
men, song, dance and bawdy humor. 


Now in its forty-fifth year, it stars his 
professional partner, Breck Wall. 

Patrick began his business career 
with actor Breck Wall in Las Vegas, 
Nevada, 30 years ago. He moved to San 
Francisco in 1994 to be with Army 
roommate and friend of 37 years, his 
partner in life, Dr. Lawrence Bennett. He 
continued to commute between show 
sites in Reno and Las Vegas as new pro¬ 
ductions were formed. 

Mr. Maes and Dr. Bennett spent 
their summers in Friday Harbor, Wash¬ 
ington, where they entertained family 
and friends. They traveled extensively 
around the country and throughout the 


David Reimer - man raised 
as ‘gender experiment - dies

avid Reimer - the man who 
was born a boy but raised a 
girl, and whose story was 
told in the renowned biography 
As Nature Made Him - died May 
4, apparently after committing 
suicide. He was 38. 

Reimer struggled with depres¬ 
sion for many years, according to 
those close to him. He lived rela¬ 
tively anonymously until the pub¬ 
lication of his story, in which he 
revealed himself and his life in 
order to prevent other children 
from enduring a similar plight. 

Mr. Reimer, born and baptized 
as Bruce, received a botched cir¬ 
cumcision in 1966. On the advice 
of Dr. John Money of Johns Hop¬ 
kins University, he was complete¬ 
ly castrated and raised as a girl. 

For years, Money had asserted 
that gender was entirely the result 
of socialization, and baby Bruce 
gave him the perfect opportunity 
to test this theory, as the infant 
also had a twin brother against 
whom the child’s female develop¬ 
ment could be measured. Money 


used Reimer’s story - known as 
the “Joan-John case” - to prove his 
theories, citing Mr. Reimer’s suc¬ 
cess as a girl (renamed Brenda) in 
medical texts. 

The gender experiment went 
on to affirm Money’s expertise, 
and earned him accolades 
throughout the medical commu¬ 
nity. It also served as the basis for 
thousands of further surgeries 
upon infants whose genitals did 
not conform to what was consid¬ 
ered “normal” for their birth sex. 

But the true story of Mr. 
Reimer was revealed in 1997, 
when an article in the Archives of 
Adolescent and Pediatric Medicine 
documented how Mr. Reimer had 
been uncomfortable all through 
childhood and had returned to life 
as a male. The article shed light 
upon non-consensual sexual reas¬ 
signment surgeries, and also un¬ 
covered the medical rivalries and 
politics that allowed the inaccu¬ 
rate reports about Mr. Reimer to 
continue. 

According to Mr. Reimer’s own 
story, in the 2000 release by John 
Colapinto, As Nature Made Him, 
“Brenda” was a social outcast from 


the beginning, subject to mental 
and physical interventions to 
make her compatible with her re¬ 
assigned gender. After years of 
pain and turmoil, at the age of 14, 
Mr. Reimer learned the truth 
about himself, and underwent 
testosterone injections, a double 
mastectomy, and a phalloplasty 
for the reconstruction of a penis. 
He later married and raised three 
stepchildren in Winnipeg. 

In the Winnipeg Sun this week, 
Mr. Reimer’s mother, Janet 
Reimer, said she believed her son 
would still be alive had it not been 
for the “devastating gender study” 
that caused him so much pain. 

“He managed to have so much 
courage,” Janet Reimer told the 
Sun. “I think he felt he had no op¬ 
tions. It just kept building up and 
building up.” 

She said Mr. Reimer recently 
slumped into a depression after 
losing his job and separating from 
his wife. He was also still grieving 
the death of his twin brother two 
years earlier, she said. 

Mr. Reimer, said his mother, 
was “the most generous, loving 
soul that ever lived.” T 
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that Massachusetts was right to let 
you marry even before you get to 
argue that your home state must 
recognize your lawful Massachu¬ 
setts marriage,” GLAD advised on 
its Web site. “Because of this extra 
hurdle you may have to surmount 
before the 1913 law is overturned 
or repealed, you should weigh 
your options carefully.” 

GLAD advises that until the 
1913 law is set aside by the Legis¬ 
lature or overturned in the courts, 
marriage in Canada may be a bet¬ 
ter option for same-sex couples 
who don’t live in Massachusetts. 

For those gay couples who may 
have already married in San Fran¬ 
cisco or another U.S. city, GLAD 
notes that Romney has instructed 
clerks not to issue a marriage li¬ 
cense to any couple who have al¬ 
ready received a license from an¬ 
other governmental body until 
and if that license is officially 
voided. 

At press time, the state’s capital 
and largest city, Boston, was still 
trying to determine how to deal 
with out-of-state couples. 

Gary Sandison, an adviser to 
Boston Mayor Thomas Menino, 
told the Bay Area Reporter on 
Monday, May 10: “We don’t know 
yet. Our attorney is looking at it 
right now.” 

Sandison is coordinating gay 
marriages at Boston City Hall. 
The city plans to add extra em¬ 
ployees to handle the expected 
crowds. Sandison estimates that 
Boston can handle about 200 cou¬ 
ples per day. Three of the seven 
couples who were among the orig¬ 
inal plaintiffs for the legal chal¬ 


lenge that eventually resulted in 
the granting of gay marriage 
rights will be the first to be issued 
marriage applications when the 
clerk’s office opens at 9 a.m. on 
Monday, May 17. Those three 
couples were chosen because they 
reside in Boston. Other couples 
will be issued numbers represent¬ 
ing their place in line. Those who 
can’t be accommodated on May 
17 will be asked to return later in 
the week. Unlike San Francisco, 
there isn’t a fear that the courts 
could soon stop gay marriages. Al¬ 
though there is a push for a state 
constitutional amendment to out¬ 
law gay marriages, the soonest it 
could be enacted is 2006. 

Last week, Menino strongly 
hinted that he plans to defy Rom¬ 
ney by welcoming out-of-state 
couples. 

“It’s about civil rights,” Meni¬ 
no told the Boston Globe. “It’s 
about showing that we don’t dis¬ 
criminate in the city of Boston.” 

Menino blasted Romney for 
resurrecting the arcane 1913 law 
and told the Globe that the gover¬ 
nor “wants to continue to throw 
up roadblocks.” 

“The decision has been made 
by the courts,” the mayor ex¬ 
plained. “Why continue to do end 
runs? It’s the law. Let’s do it right. 
Let’s do it with some respect.” 

Waiting period 

Under Menino’s directive, 
about 20 city workers will wear 
“welcome” badges and be avail¬ 
able to answer questions. The city 
will staff a marriage information 
booth and will print 3,000 
brochures, which will include a 
letter of congratulations from the 
mayor and instructions on how to 
get married. 


There is a three-day waiting 
period for marriages in Massa¬ 
chusetts, so the gay couples who 
apply for licenses on May 17 will 
have to come back later in the 
week to pick them up. The wait¬ 
ing period may be waived by a 
special order from a probate 
judge. The marriage must be then 
solemnized within 60 days by a 
justice of the peace or clergy 
member. 

Across the Charles River from 
Boston, the liberal city of Cam¬ 
bridge plans to be the first to 
begin issuing licenses for same-sex 
couples. The clerk’s office will 
open its doors at Cambridge City 
Hall at 10:30 p.m. on Sunday, May 
16. A ceremony with speeches by 
the mayor and City Council 
members will begin at 11. Mar¬ 
riage applications will be accepted 
at 12:01 a.m. 

Cambridge City Clerk Mar¬ 
garet Drury told the B.A.R. that 
although her office will not ask for 
proof of residency, applicants will 
be asked on their application 
whether they currently reside or 
plan to reside in Massachusetts. 
Drury noted that out-of-staters 
who have no plans to move to 
Massachusetts will not be issued 
licenses. 

The town clerk for Province- 
town, Doug Johnstone, told the 
B.A.R. that the town’s board of se¬ 
lectmen decided on Monday, May 
10, that the clerk’s office will not- 
directly ask marriage applicants 
their residency status. Johnstone 
added that applicants will be 
asked to sign a general affirmation 
stating that they are qualified to 
marry in Massachusetts. John¬ 
stone noted that one of the quali¬ 
fications for marrying in Massa-

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Setting sail

wo years ago, Berkeley resi- 
I dent Ann P. Meredith skip¬ 
pered her two-woman sail¬ 
ing crew, Team Swordfish, to a sil¬ 
ver medal in the boating compe¬ 
tition at Sydney’s Gay Games VII. 

As part of the largest contin¬ 
gent in the first-time nautical 
competition at the Games (30 
sailors), Meredith is one of many 
Bay Area LGBT sailing enthusi¬ 
asts. She’s been sailing in the Bay 
Area for four decades. 

Along with being a celebrated 
photographer of lesbian cowgirls 
and women with AIDS, and a 
filmmaker who just completed a 
documentary about drag kings, 
Meredith’s work and life coalesce 
in today’s horrifying headlines. 

Next week, her course is chart¬ 
ed for no less a formidable port 


than Washington, D.C. 

Meredith has been invited to 
travel to the nation’s capital by 
first lady Laura Bush, in recogni¬ 
tion of her work as part of the Art 
in Embassies program. 

One of Meredith’s 
photographs, “Elena and 
Rosa at The White House 
Ellipse, 1988” from her 10- 
year series “Until That Last 
Breath! The Global Face of 
Women with HIV/AIDS 1987- 
1997,” is a part of the 
Art in Embassies 40th 
anniversary of exhibits 
that have been shown 
at different embassies 
around the world. 

Next week’s occasion at the 
State Department with Mrs. Bush, 
and at a reception with Secretary 
of State Colin Powell attending, 
may prove to be either a nerve- 
racking experience or a watershed 


interaction. 

“Although I’m in direct con¬ 
flict with the policies of the cur¬ 
rent administration,” said Mered¬ 
ith, “I also believe that engage¬ 
ment from within can Often lead 
to social and politi¬ 
cal change. So, I’m 
choosing to take ad¬ 
vantage of this opportunity 
to speak directly to the first 
lady about the current need 
for helping abused women.” 

In addition to being 
a documentary pho¬ 
tographer of women 
with HIV/AIDS, 
Meredith has also 
been deeply engaged 
in visualizing through her art the 
plight of women sexually abused 
and tortured by members of the 
U.S. armed forces. 

This is a personal cause as well. 
Beginning in her childhood, 
Meredith herself was the victim of 
sexual, psychological, and mental 
abuse by military personnel. 

In accounts that she said, 
“make Stephen King’s books seem 
like mild-mannered reporting,” 
Meredith said she and other chil¬ 
dren of military personnel were 
forced to undergo years long ex¬ 
periments at Sacramento’s Mc¬ 
Clellan Air Force Base, and other 
bases in Europe. 

This all occurred between 1954 
and 1964 in Sacramento and Eu¬ 
rope, with the consent of her 
mother and father while Mered¬ 
ith’s family was stationed at Mc¬ 
Clellan and other bases. 

“They used children of mili¬ 
tary families whose parents gave 
permission to test on their chil¬ 
dren,” said Meredith. “The mili¬ 
tary tracked us over our lifetime, 
in controlled experiments. This 
activity is still happening.” 

‘Forgotten Angels’ 

Such an experience may seem 
shocking, or even unbelievable, if 
it weren’t for the newly released 
evidence of photographs and 
videos of U.S. soldiers committing 
torture and sexual abuse on Iraqi 
prisoners of war at Abu Ghraib 
prison, where Saddam Hussein’s 
Republican Guard had committed 
similar acts. 

A scathing report released by 
the Red Cross on Monday claimed 
that up to 90 percent of Iraqis de¬ 
tained by coalition forces in the 
past year were arrested “by mis¬ 
take.” U.S. officers mistreated in¬ 
mates at Abu Ghraib prison by 
keeping them naked in totally 
dark, empty cells, the report said. 
The first of possibly many courts 
martial involving U.S. soldiers 
began this week. 

. The Army Times, a newspaper 
read by a quarter-million troops 
worldwide, said responsibility for 
the abuse lies at the highest levels of 
the Pentagon, including Secretary of 
Defense Donald Rumsfeld, whom 
the newspaper accused of being 
guilty of “professional negligence.” 

But while the current scandal 
has made headlines worldwide, 
more covert abuses like those 
Meredith suffered remain sup¬ 
pressed. 

Upon hearing of the most re¬ 
cent cases, and seeing the images 
in the media, she was appalled, but 
more by a sense of familiarity. 
“What happened to me years ago 
is finally in the headlines,” she said. 

Meredith denounced Pentagon 
officials’ statements that the No¬ 
vember 2002 acts at Abu Ghraib 
prison were an isolated event. 
“When they say this is just an er¬ 
rant few, that’s just lies,” she said. 
The Red Cross report confirms 
abuse at several other cities in Iraq. 


Only days after the Bush war 
cabinet met behind closed doors 
to view pictures and videos of the 
alleged crimes, Meredith will be in 
the nation’s capital. 

Unbeknownst to the Bush ad¬ 
ministration, Meredith’s new pro¬ 
ject, “Forgotten Angels,” a seven- 
year work, includes portraits and 
stories of women in the military 
who suffered antigay military dis¬ 
charges, and worse. 

Along with Meredith’s own ex¬ 
perience, the artist’s aunt was sta¬ 
tioned in the Navy during the Ko¬ 
rean “police action,” and was a les¬ 
bian. Meredith said that through 
the witch-hunts of the McCarthy 
era, rather than suffer dishonor¬ 
able discharges and being outed 
by the military, some of her aunt’s 
friends committed suicide. 

“Forgotten Angels” encom¬ 
passes events that Meredith said 
have taken place on bases around 
the world from Iraq to Europe, 
and at bases in the U.S., including 
San Francisco’s former Army base, 
the Presidio. 

Yes, even the Presidio, and not 
just at Letterman Hospital’s noto¬ 
rious animal testing labs. “I can’t 
even go near some of those build¬ 
ings,” she said. 

All the more reason for Mered¬ 
ith to be anxious at the prospect 
of possibly meeting members of 
the Bush administration and fam¬ 
ily. Meredith hopes to find a mo¬ 
ment to simply share her story, 
and ask for a bit of empathy from 
possibly the most antigay, war- 
hungry, and civil rights-abusing 
administration in decades. 

While daunted, Meredith is 
clear in her mission. “Finally, peo¬ 
ple are talking about it,” she said. 
“Why wouldn’t I talk about it?” 


Massachusetts 
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chusetts is that the marriage 
would be valid in the applicant’s 
home state. 

Provincetown, a popular gay 
travel destination, also boasts a 
large number of year-round gay 
residents. One hundred couples are 
already scheduled to get marriage 
applications on Monday, May 17. 
The town only issued 30 marriage 
applications all of last year. 

“It’s exciting,” Johnstone said. 
“It’s great. We’re not complain¬ 
ing.” 


The State Department recep¬ 
tion where Powell will speak is 
called “Art as Diplomacy: 21st 
Century Challenges,” and will 
honor a just-published book that 
collects outstanding work previ¬ 
ously exhibited at embassies 
worldwide. 

Even if she doesn’t get to speak 
with Powell or Mrs. Bush, Mered¬ 
ith said, “I have a crew cut and I’ll 
be wearing a tuxedo. I think that’ll 
be shocking enough.” 

Having also written letters to 
Senators Hillary Rodham-Clinton 
(D-New York), Edward Kennedy 
(D-Massachusetts), and Barbara 
Boxer (D-California), Meredith 
hopes for meetings and a chance to 
give testimony with the support of 
the Democratic Party politicians. 

In deciding to accept the invi¬ 
tation from Mrs. Bush, Meredith 
said, “I’ve been a community arts 
activist for decades. I feel like I can 
do more good by going.” 

Still planning for the future, 
Meredith hopes to receive a grant 
to travel to Europe to photograph 
and interview other women sur¬ 
vivors. She’ll soon be traveling to 
Chicago to meet with Gay Games 
VII organizers, where she’ll share 
her photographs and videos of 
past Gay Games events. Meredith 
also hopes to meet with the sailing 
coordinators for 2006’s Games. 
With the wind at her back, let’s 
wish her a safe journey. T

you go down on a guy and suck 
that guy without a condom if you 
didn’t know his status?’ most peo¬ 
ple would immediately say yes. If I 
told you he was negative, most 
people would say yes,” said Gib¬ 
son. “If I told you he was positive, 
most people have a pause. It is not 
an immediate response of yes.” 

What is needed, said Gibson, is 
that the community must work 
on a collective message to cross 
the serodivide. It is not enough to 
tell people to disclose their status, 
which most people don’t like to 
do, said Gibson. Beyond disclo¬ 
sure, people need to think about 
what is going to be different by 
knowing the other person is posi¬ 
tive, said Gibson. 

“If I am a negative guy and he 
tells me he is positive, what am I 
going to do with that info? What 
type of sex will I have with that 
guy?” Gibson said people need to 
ask themselves. 

While NAPWA’s Anderson 
supports individuals choosing to 
serosort, he said at the conference 
he opposes any federal policies 
meant to foist it on positive men. 

“A prevention strategy based 
on serostatus apartheid will not 
work,” he said. “We accept the fact 
someone who is HIV-negative will 
not always use a condom. Yet the 
expectation is from the second 
you test positive you will never, 
ever have unsafe sex for the rest of 
your life.” 

Instead of dividing gay men by 
serostatus, what is needed, Ander¬ 
son said, is a frank discussion 
about shared responsibility, that it 
is up to both negative and positive 
men to protect each other. 

“We don’t talk about what is 
going on with negative people, we 
only talk about positive people. 
We are doing all this work with 
positive people, so they [negative 
people] don’t have to worry about 
it. Everyone has the responsibility 
to protect themselves and protect 
their partners,” he said. 

A positive man and a negative 
man can be together, but they are 
never told that, said Anderson. 

“We haven’t produced inter¬ 
ventions that look at that magic 
moment when an HIV-negative 
and an HIV-positive person come 
together,” he said. 

Owen, with Stop AIDS, said he 
can understand serosorting as a 
concept of not transmitting HIV

so that people could see what mo¬ 
tivated people behind the initia¬ 
tive,” Marshall added. 

Kate Kendell, executive direc¬ 
tor of the National Center for Les¬ 
bian Rights, told the B.A.R. that 
Mr. Knight left “a sad legacy.” 

“In some ways it’s the death of 
a nemesis, but my first thought 
was of David Knight.” 

It was Kendell and Marshall 
who contacted David Knight sever¬ 
al years ago and talked with him 
about the No on 22 campaign. In 
late 1999, David Knight wrote an 
op-ed piece in the Times, opposing 
his father’s ballot measure, and de¬ 
scribing how his father rejected him 
when he came out of the closet. 

“It was a difficult decision,” 
Marshall said of the decision to 
reach out to David Knight. “We 
were intruding on the Knight fam¬ 
ily. But that initiative was about in¬ 
truding in all of our families.” 

Michael Goldstein, president 
of the Harvey Milk LGBT Demo¬ 
cratic Club, said he hoped Mr. 
Knight’s death “will free those in¬ 
dividuals on the conservative right 


to another person. But he does 
not want to see the government 
adopting serosorting as a preven¬ 
tion message. 

“The government can’t tell me 
who I can love, whether it’s a gay 
man or another positive man. I 
have no problem having sex with 
an HIV-positive individual,” he 
said. “In an abstract way, 
[serosorting] makes sense as one 
of those ‘great ideas,’ but political¬ 
ly, it is not going to work. It’s too 
stigmatizing of HIV-positives.” 

Openly gay Supervisor Bevan 
Dufty, 49, single and negative, said 
he recently experienced what it is 
like to be on the wrong side of the 
serodivide. While he wouldn’t have 
any reservations about dating a guy 
who is positive, he believes some¬ 
one he went out with did serosort 
him out as a potential mate. 

“I went on a prospective break¬ 
fast date with someone. He dis¬ 
closed two partners of his had 
passed away. He probably realized 
I was negative because he didn’t 
call me back,” said Dufty. 

He said he also saw the reverse 
happen to a close friend of his 
who is positive. After introducing 
his friend to someone with whom 
he seemed to hit it off, Dufty 
noted once the individual learned 
his friend was positive, he pulled 
back. 

“He stopped and said to my 
friend, ‘We should only be 
friends,”’ recalled Dufty. “I defi¬ 
nitely felt his being negative was a 
factor.” 

Though Dufty added that he is 
not necessarily opposed to 
serosorting. 

“Relationships are about 
choice. I respect that and under¬ 
stand dating somebody who is 
also positive takes issues off the 
table.” 

At the same time, he said he 
knows many couples who are 
serodiscordant and in long-term, 
passionate relationships. He be¬ 
lieves the chemistry between two 
people can rise above HIV status. 

“There is a lot of dating and 
sex in the community. There are a 
lot of bumps in the night and a lot 
of bruising at that level,” he said. 
“I understand a negative guy is 
fearful of sleeping with a positive 
guy, but love can transcend a lot of 
obstacles.” T

Laura Spanjian, co-chair of the 
Alice B, Toklas LGBT Democratic 
Club, said, “It’s kind of sad to see 
him gone.” 

“While I fervently disagree 
with his views on gay marriage, I 
think his initiative in 2000 paved 
the way for today’s successes” by 
bringing the community together, 
she said. 

Leno noted that Mr. Knight 
several weeks ago told an Equality 
California staff member and a 
Sacramento reporter that while he 
did not support same-sex mar¬ 
riage, he would support some¬ 
thing short of marriage. 

“Though he said domestic 
partnerships would be suitable, 
that’s a significant shift,” I^tio 
said, adding he offered Mr. 
Knight’s family his condolences. 

Mr. Knight’s funeral was 
scheduled for today (Thursday, 
May 13). In addition to his son, 
David, Mr. Knight is survived by 
his wife, Gail; two other sons; four 
stepchildren; and 15 grandchil¬ 
dren. ▼

W hen one thinks of the actor Brad Pitt, 
the word “middle-aged” hardly ever 
crosses one’s mind. Instead, the title 
“Sexiest Man Alive” may come to the 
fore. Pitt lays claim to being the only 
person named “Sexiest” by People 
magazine twice, in 1994 and 2000. 

But believe it or not, Pitt is no 
longer a boy. Along with being one- 
half of the poster couple for marriage (with his wife, Friends’ Jennifer 
Aniston), Pitt has recently reached a milestone. 

“Its amazing what an impending midlife crisis will do for you, real¬ 
ly. It got me motivated. I just turned 40 in December,” says Pitt, sport¬ 
ing a crew-cut, wearing a striped polo shirt and khakis during lunch at 
Essex House, in a suite overlooking Central Park South. 

“I see it, turning 40, as a real badge of honor. I really kind of enjoyed 
it. No more excuses, you know? I’m responsible. I can’t blame anything 
on my parents any longer. I’m responsible for my mistakes ancf my 
choices.” 

Pitt’s latest choice, after a three-year hiatus from movies, is the role 
of golden-boy, long-haired Achilles in Wolfgang Petersen’s retelling of 
Homer’s Iliad, the epic, $200 million Troy. Pitt co-stars with Eric Bana 
(The Hulk), Orlando Bloom (Lord of the Rings ) and Hollywood icon 
Peter O’Toole. 

Most will think Pitt looks better in Troy than he did 15 years ago in 
his big-screen debut which catapulted him to fame, as the hitchhiking 
thief who teaches Geena Davis about the joys of sex and robbing con¬ 
venience stores in Thelma & Louise. I sat with Pitt the day the 2004 Peo¬ 
ple magazine’s “50 Most Beautiful People” issue hit the stands. He and 
his wife both appear on the cover. 

“It was brutal,” says Pitt about attaining the chiseled chest and wash¬ 
board stomach he sports in his latest film. “Since I had to go around 
naked or at least shirtless for most of the film, I had to at least look 
good,” he says. “I started working out about six months ahead of shoot¬ 
ing. I got a guy who knew what he was talking about to help me get in 
shape. It was four meals a day of protein and low-carb food. It was quit¬ 
ting smoking. And it was two, three hours in the gym, .getting to a point 
of absolute discomfort. After three months, I finally started to enjoy it. 
On top of that I had sword lessons! But now that the movie is over, I 
have stopped working out so much and have taken up smoking again.

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Perilous pairings 

Theatre Rhino's 'A Pinter/Albee Duet'

hat has happened in the 
. years since Edward Albee 
wrote The Zoo Story in 
1959? Well, the comfortable salary 
for an Upper East Sider has gone 
from $18,000 a year to $200,000, 
and Stephen King has replaced J.P. 
Marquand as easy reading. At 
least, these are changes that direc¬ 
tor Neal H. Shorstein has made to 
give the Albee play a contempo¬ 
rary setting. 

But plays exist in their time in 
ways that go beyond specific ref¬ 
erences, and the efforts to update 
the relevancy of Zoo Story cause 
more disorientation than illumi¬ 
nation. But Harold Pinter’s 1962 
The Collection, the second part of 
a double bill at Theatre Rhino, has 
been left alone, and seems more 
timeless because of it. 

These two plays are a good fit 
for each other, and are reasonably, 
if far from remarkably, produced. 
Both create edgy dynamics among 
strangers who become much 
more than that before the stories 
are done. They also provide Tim 
Hendrixson, an actor new on my 
radar, with two fundamentally 
different roles that he plays with 
astonishing veracity in each case. 

In The Zoo Story, he plays Jerry, 
an ordinary guy without much of 
a past or future who heads to Cen¬ 
tral Park looking for a willing ear 
to fill and complacent heart to dis¬ 
turb. His victim is Peter, a pipe¬ 
smoking bookish sort given to say¬ 


ing things like, “My dear fellow... ” 
The connection that is finally made 
ends in violence, and has ended the 
story for 45 years, but Albee will 
soon unveil a companion play that 
delves into the ramifications of this 
park-bench encounter. 

Coming across something like 
Joe Pantoliano’s Ralphie in The So¬ 
pranos as Jerry, Hendrixson is 
barely recognizable when he re¬ 
turns in The Collection as Harry, a 
proper old queen living in luxury 
in London. While Hendrixson is at 
home with both characters, Ross 
Pasquale fares better as the “slum 
slug” Bill, as Harry calls him, in the 
second half than as the somewhat 
artificially drawn middle-class 
milquetoast of the curtain-raiser. 

Bill is indeed a product of the 


slums, as Harry is quick to point 
out about the younger man who 
now lives with him. It is clearly a 
homosexual relationship, but 
when Bill is accused of adultery 
with a married woman, the angry 
cuckolded husband starts to enjoy 
his rival’s hospitality. An assured 
Nick Sholley brings an ominous 
omniscience to the role of the 
husband, and Megan Biolchini 
creates a delicate wife who may or 
may not have slept with Bill. As is 
often the case with Pinter, the 
mystery has no solution. T

' Tro / makes a Pitt stop in Hollywood

et’s get one thing straight: 
there is only one blond in 
Troy. Helen (Diane Kruger) 
may quiver tremulously in a cor¬ 
ner with her dark golden locks, 
doing a muted impersonation of 
the young Ursula Andress, but all 
the Marilyn moments belong to 
Brad Pitt. Buff, oiled, and pumped 
for action, Pitt assays the role of 
Achilles with a stiff upper lip, 
plunging neckline, and a comple¬ 
ment of Gamier Nutrisse locks 
that out-blonds Troy’s raven¬ 
haired cast of thousands. Unfor¬ 
tunately, despite his hard work 
and determination, Pitt’s Achilles 
still looks like the guy at the back 
of the room who lobs spitballs at 
the teacher before cutting class to 
go surfing. 

The ancient story of Troy is a 
simple one. Sparta and Troy are 
warring kingdoms. Paris (Orlan¬ 
do Bloom) is a Prince of Troy who 
falls in love with Queen Helen of 


Sparta. She leaves her husband 
King Menelaus (Brendan Glee- 
son) and returns to Troy with 
Paris. This sets off a war between 
the two kingdoms. Menelaus’ 
brother; Agamemnon (Brian 
Cox), is the King of the Myce- 
naeans, and he combines his 
troops with those of Sparta to 
make an assault on the city of 
Troy. King Priam (Peter O’Toole) 
and his elder son Prince Hector 
(Eric Bana) prepare to defend 
themselves and their walled city of 
Troy against the onslaught of the 
troops — with particular atten¬ 
tion to Achilles, the opposition’s 
star warrior. 

David Benioff’s script dutiful¬ 
ly renders the ancient story of this 
conflict, but his dialogue and 
Wolfgang Petersen’s direction pro¬ 
duce a film without highs or lows. 
It all unfolds predictably, and 
quite beautifully, due to the won¬ 
derful production design of Nigel 
Phelps and the cinematography of 
Roger Pratt. Special kudos go to 
Bob Ringwood, who designed the 


costumes for a cast that is 98% 
male. When the boys aren’t in 
their fighting drag (leather mini¬ 
skirts and helmets), they parade 
around tents and temples in 
color-coordinated, ankle-length 
sarongs with matching V-neck 
fringed vests. Fans of male pul¬ 
chritude will find there is no 
shortage of eye-candy in Troy, and 
Ringwood’s costumes show it off 
to good advantage. Eric Bana, as 
Hector, not only possesses more 
gravitas than Pitt, but he has a bet¬ 
ter body. Maybe that’s why we see 
so little of it in Troy. 

Physical education 

Clocking in at 2 hours and 45 
minutes, the dramatic flatline of 
Troy may prove a difficult sell, de¬ 
spite the physical allure of the cast 
and great special effects. For al¬ 
most three hours, they fight, they 
talk, they fight, they talk, they talk, 
and they fight. That’s it. Pitt works 
hard, but he does not rise to the 
dramatic occasion. His perfor¬ 
mance is not on the same level as

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Prince of Troy (Orlando Bloom); Helen, Queen of Sparta (Diane Kruger) 


Russell Crowe in Gladiator, Kirk 
Douglas in Spartacus, or Charlton 
Heston in Ben Hur. Yet that kind 
of star turn is what this elaborate 
production calls for. The support¬ 
ing cast is competent, but the 
great Julie Christie is reduced to a 
brief cameo as Achilles’ mother, 
Thetis. Only one scene grabbed 
me by the throat and made me sit 
at attention. 

Troy’s aged King Priam is por¬ 
trayed by Peter O’Toole. When his 
son Hector is killed by Achilles, 
the king sneaks into the warrior’s 
tent late one night to beg Achilles 
for the return of his son’s body. 


O’Toole, consistently working 
above the material, summons all 
the experience of his 40-plus years 
of cinematic stardom for this mo¬ 
ment. Priam’s quiet plea to 
Achilles is majestic, heart-break¬ 
ing, and inspiring. I watched 
thousands fight and hundreds die, 
but only this moment made me 
want t'o stand up and cheer, and it 
came about due to the great 
artistry of an ancient actor. It was, 
for this reviewer, the only to-die- 
for moment in Troy. ▼

Ironically, all the fighting 
lessons in the world couldn’t pre¬ 
vent Pitt, who plays Achilles, from 
tearing his Achilles tendon, which 
put him out of commission for al¬ 
most two months. “The shoot was 
plagued with problems,” he says. 
“Not only did I get hurt, but in¬ 
stead of shooting in Morocco, 
which was the first choice, the 
producers decided on Mexico, due 
to the war in Iraq. No sooner did 
they build the sets in Los Cabos 
than one of the biggest hurricanes 
ever recorded there passed 
through and ruined them. Then a 
second hurricane came during the 
reconstruction of the sets.” 

Pitt has more to smile about 


than his great looks, fame and for¬ 
tune. “Now that Jen is done with 
Friends, we’re going to try and 
have a family. The rehearsals are 
over. We can’t wait to begin a fam¬ 
ily.” But don’t count on seeing the 
lovebirds on the big screen togeth¬ 
er. “The guest spot I did on Friends 
is probably all you’re going to see 
of Jen and me together on film. 
We’d like to do a movie together, 
but we are cautious. If you look 
through history, all the acting cou¬ 
ples that make a movie together, 
the odds aren’t with us. If we did 
make a movie together, it would 
really have to be delicately hand¬ 
picked.” 

The “Sexiest Man Alive” has 
come a long way in 15 years. For 
Thelma & Louise, the movie that 
put him on the map, Pitt earned a 
paltry $6,000. For Oceans Twelve, 
the sequel to Ocean’s Eleven, Pitt 
will earn $30 million. “I’m cur¬

Dinner at Eight (’33), Greta Garbo 
in Camille (’37), Cary Grant in 
Holiday (’38), Joan Crawford and 
Rosalind Russell in The Women

Star Is Born (’54): He gave Winters 
her break in ’47’s A Double Life 
(which won Ronald Colman a 
Best Actor Oscar), and directed 
the remarkable screen debuts of 
Lansbury and Lemmon. Even his 
failures were interesting — no¬ 
tably, Sylvia Scarlett (’35), with 
Hepburn in male drag, flirting 
with Grant. 

Selznick’s firing him from 
Gone With the Wind was the most 
controversial event of Cukor’s ca¬ 
reer. He began work on the movie 
without a script, testing actresses 
for Scarlett, before Vivien Leigh 
won the role. At his urging, Olivia 
de Havilland played Melanie. Be¬ 
cause Selznick wasn’t ready to 


shoot, Cukor worked at MGM, 
even directing The Wizard of Oz 
(’39) for three days. At his insis¬ 
tence, the curly blonde wig Gar¬ 
land had been wearing was per¬ 
manently removed. 

Once shooting began on 
GWTW, Cukor found Selznick 
too controlling, second-guessing 
his every move. Cukor resisted, 
leading to his dismissal. Some 
sources say Clark Gable resented 
him, fearing he would throw the 
picture to Leigh, or worried that 
Cukor knew of some early gay 
hustling he may have done, and 
therefore demanded his removal. 
The last seems unlikely, because 
Gable knew Cukor was directing 
months before shooting started — 
and raised no objections. Leigh 
and deJTavilland continued re¬ 
hearsing with him after Fleming 
took over, and virtually all of 
Cukor’s scenes remained in the 
final version. 

He recovered with The Women, 
telling the all-star, all-female cast, 
including arch-rivals Norma 
Shearer and Crawford, to pull in 
their claws and get to work. Cukor 
survived Marilyn Monroe’s firing 
from Something’s Got To Give 
(’62), and the film’s initial cancel¬ 
lation. He thrived in the studio 
system, and didn’t do well after its 
collapse, directing only four films 
after My Fair Lady: Justine (’69), 
from Lawrence Durrell’s novel; 
Travels With My Aunt (’72); the 
disastrous American-Russian co¬ 
production of The Blue Bird (’76) 
with Elizabeth Taylor, Ava Gard¬ 
ner, and Jane Fonda; and a last 
success, Rich and Famous (’81) 
with Jacqueline Bissett and Can¬ 
dace Bergen, making him, at 82, 
the oldest working director in 
Hollywood history. Despising un¬ 
employment, he had turned to 
television, notably with Hepburn 
and Laurence Olivier in Love 
Among the Ruins (’75), which net¬ 
ted them all Emmys. 

A Star Is Born is Cukor’s mas¬ 
terpiece, despite butchering by 
studio head Jack Warner. It initial¬ 
ly opened at three-and-a-half 
hours, to great reviews and big 
box-office. But Warner cut half an 
hour to allow additional showings 
at theatres. Many key scenes were 
destroyed. Cukor couldn’t bear to 
watch his bastardized movie. 
When, after painstaking research, 
some of his original footage was 
found, he agreed to see the par¬ 
tially restored version, but died 
two days before it was shown in 
Los Angeles. ▼

Gavin Lambert interviewed

’72 book, On Cukor, which be¬ 
came the basis for an American 
Masters segment now available on 
DVD. Narrated by Jean Simmons, 
the luminous star of his The Ac¬ 
tress (’53), the DVD intersperses 
the director’s comments with 
scenes from his films and assess¬ 
ments from his greatest discovery, 
Katharine Hepburn, Peter Bog- 
donavitch, Shelley Winters, Claire 
Bloom, Angela Lansbury, Jack 
Lemmon, critic Richard Schickel, 
Lambert, and others. 

Born in New York City, Cukor 
had extensive theatrical experi¬ 
ence before becoming a dialogue 
coach at Paramount during the 
advent of sound. He and produc¬ 
er David Selznick formed an early 
friendship, resulting in acclaimed 
screen versions of literary works 
— Little Women (’33), featuring 
Hepburn’s sensational Jo March, 
and David Copperfield (’34), with 
W.C. Fields’ memorable Micaw- 
bar. On the set, Cukor created a 
warm ambiance, enabling actors 
to take risks. He didn’t trust edi¬ 
tors, and often shot major scenes 
in one take. Fidelity to the script 
interested him, not innovative 
camera techniques. Orson Welles 
admired. Cukor’s confidence in

lassie Hollywood hailed 
George Cukor (1899-1983) 
as the ultimate “woman’s 
director,” a label he loathed. This 
veiled reference to his homosexu¬ 
ality suggested he wasn’t in the 
same league as macho Victor 
Fleming, who replaced him on 
Gone With the Wind (’39), Frank 
Capra, or John Ford. While Cukor 


guided two actresses to Academy 
Awards, straight William Wyler 
directed seven women to Oscars 
and heterosexual Elia Kazan five, 
yet neither was tagged a “woman’s 
director.” Unlike gay contempo-. 
raries Vincente Minnelli and Ed¬ 
mund Goulding, Cukor didn’t 
hide his sexual orientation. Holly¬ 
wood’s discomfort with his open¬ 
ness delayed his long-deserved 
Oscar, which finally came for My 
Fair Lady (’64).

Three young tenors express and impress on new CDs

lfredo Kraus and Franco 
: Corelli are dead, and the so- 
called “Three Tenors” might 
as well be. It’s been too many years 
since the original tenor conclave at 
the Rome World Cup spawned a 
recording and stadium phenome¬ 
non that was originally great fun 
and then became tired, commer¬ 
cial and redundant. One can al¬ 
most forgive listeners who think 
there are no other high-voiced 
male singers in the world. 

Yet they’d be wrong. Roberto 
Alagna, Marcello Giordani, and 
Ramon Vargas have filled in ad¬ 



mirably and artistically. Marcello 
Alvarez and Salvatore Licitra show 
signs of growing into major 
artists. Juan Diego Florez started 
out gangbusters, though the 
handsome Peruvian has run into 
some vocal difficulties lately. Jose 
Cura has the looks, attitude and 
hubris (he conducts his own 
recorded recitals; not even Placido 
Domingo is that conceited), but 
his voice is under precarious con¬ 
trol. Then there is that sexy new 
breed, “The Countertenors.” 

Thump into my inbox comes a 
bunch of tenor albums, ranging 
from international superstar 
David Daniels, still the dishiest of 
male altos, to Joseph Calleja, a 24- 
year-old phenom from Malta who 
not only sounds great but looks 
like a young James Gandolfini, 
thick and thuggishly attractive. 
But first there is Rolando Villazon, 
like Vargas a Mexican with a beau¬ 
tifully placed lyric tenor. He ap¬ 
pears with Ruth Ann Swenson-in 
San Francisco Opera’s La Traviata 
this September. Villazon’s new 
disc, Italian Opera Arias (Virgin 
Classics), is standard fare, win- 
ningly delivered. 

The album starts with “Federi¬ 
co’s Lament” from Cilea’s forgot¬ 
ten L’Arlesiana. It shows off a lyric 
tenor like no other piece in the 
repertory. Conductor Marcello 
Viotti weaves a fragrant, leisurely 
accompaniment for this song of a 
shepherd wounded by his faithless 
lover. It was always my favorite 
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Kraus aria, arching into the upper 
register with unerring poignancy. 
Villazon is more convincing with 
the sensitivity and pain than with 
the actual execution of the notes 
— too much dynamic pin-point¬ 
ing, not enough forward thrust 
for my taste. 

Oddly enough, on Tenor Arias 
(Decca), Calleja sings it the same 
way, all agonizing interpretation 
and not enough trust in the com¬ 
poser’s simple musical effects. 
Both gentlemen should take a 
posthumous master class from 
Senor Kraus. After that slight mis¬ 
understanding of what tenor 
singing is about — no, we don’t 
want you to yell, but too much 
“sensitive” mucking about is 
counterproductive— both guys 
deliver the goods. 

Heavy duty 

Villazon’s tenor is handsome, 
rich, with an easy, ringing upper 
register. Considering that he ven¬ 
tures into heavy-duty Puccini 
roles (Rodolfo, Cavaradossi), it 
may be surprising that his bel 
canto singing (Donizetti’s Edgar- 
do and Nemorino; Verdi’s Duke 
and Alfredo) is still so fresh and 
pointed. Don’t get your knickers 


in a twist if I call La Traviata “bel 
canto.” It should be, and if Alfre¬ 
do’s big scene (including the ca- 
baletta, “O mio rimorso”) is any 
indication, Ruth Ann is going to 
die happily in September. 

Calleja’s album duplicates the 
Donizetti and Verdi scenes from 
Lucia, Rigoletto and Traviata; the 
comparison is edifying. How 
could one choose between them? 
Simple — you don’t have to, and 
what is more amazing, you have 
no trouble telling the two voices 
apart. Calleja is truly what his 
conductor Riccardo Chailly 
claims, a throwback to an old style 
of vocal production thought to be 
extinct. The sound bears resem¬ 
blance to Gigli, without the sobs. 

Daniels takes us from the stan¬ 
dard Italian operatic repertory 
(which he wouldn’t sing in any 
case) to the standard French song 
rep, in which he is a master. His 
rendition of Berlioz’s Nuits d’ete, 
on his new Virgin Classics album, 
goes right up there with my fa¬ 
vorite interpretations by Janet 
Baker and Regine Crespin. With 
John iSfelson conducting, Daniels 
sings the “Villanelle” effortlessly, 
while “Le spectre de la rose,” “Sur 
les lagunes” and “Absence,” Gauti¬ 


er’s painful meditations on lost 
love, are delivered with a tender 
poise all the more effective for not 
tearing passion to tatters. 

Many people have told me they 
. don’t “get” Daniels’ alto with its 
feminine (or, to be more accurate, 
androgynous) qualities. I under¬ 
stand the problem, but I am at a 
loss to offer help. Daniels doesn’t 
always sing well, live or on discs. 
Like June Anderson, another 
singer touched by both divine in¬ 
spiration and all-too-common 
physical ailments, he can’t always 
get out of his own way. On this 
disc, however, he strikes a nearly 
perfect balance between vocal 
serenity and desperate intensity. 

Starting on a high, Daniels 
continues in the same exalted vein 
with Ravel’s “Five Popular Greek 
Melodies” and Faure’s “En sour¬ 
dine,” “Mandoline” and “Clair de 
lune.” Unlike the usual unwel¬ 
come orchestral interludes in 
these affairs, Nelson and the 
handpicked Ensemble Orchestral 
de Paris play the utterly appropri¬ 
ate “Pantomime” from Les 
Troyens, Ravel’s “PaVane” and 
Faure’s “Elegie” for cello. This disc 
already has my vote for top vocal 
. album of the year. ▼

T he San Francisco Symphony has always been adept at putting 
together satisfying and edifying music festivals. Since Michael 
Tilson Thomas began his tenure, they have been even more 
intriguing and memorable. 

We haven’t been treated to an American Mavericks or new music 
series for a while now, but Wagner and Beethoven sell more tickets, 
and no one could pretend that either composer was any less revolu¬ 
tionary in the history of the Western operatic or orchestral tradition. 

This May’s three-week festival is devoted to Beethoven and the 
music of his contemporaries. It begins on May 13 with a symposium 
moderated by MTT, featuring chamber works of Beethoven, Muzio 
Clementi, Anton Diabelli, Antoine Reicha and Daniel Steibelt. 

Perhaps the hardest ticket of the festival will be two semi-staged 
performances of Fidelio, with a cast that includes Tina Kiberg as 
Leonora, and tenors Robert Gambill and Eric Cutler as Florestan 
and Jacquino. Veteran bass Paul Plishka will appear as Rocco. Given 
the notable success of last year’s performances of Wagner’s The Fly¬ 
ing Dutchman, this should be another exciting chance to hear MTT 
conducting opera. 

Another special highlight of Beethoven’s Vienna: Scenes from a 
Musical Revolution will be two performances of A Beethoven Journey, 
offering choral works featuring the SFS Chorus and an appearance 
by pianist Anton Nel, in recital before the concert proper. 

Other notable pianists included in festival programs are Jean- 
Yves Thibaudet, Jon Nakamatsu and Garrick Ohlsson. The 
Beethoven Piano Concerto No. 3 is scheduled along with Ladislav 
Dussek’s Piano Concerto in D minor. 

A number of pre-concert events will be free to ticket-holders, 
including recitals and discussions with MTT and other artists. The 
Symphony No. 3 Eroica is considered the seminal work propelling 
the entire festival, and it will be performed twice. 

I remember having one of those “desert island” conversations 
with a friend who said, “Mozart and Bach are genius, but Beethoven 
moves me.” My sentiments exactly, and I am eagerly looking for¬ 
ward to visiting Beethoven’s Vienna. More information is available 
online at the Symphony’s excellent website, sfsymphony.org. ▼

score with mind-boggling assur¬ 
ance. 

Of course, this is music tailor- 
made for MTT as well. Complex, 
urbane and full of good melodies, 
the Symphony Concerto allowed 
the conductor his own fair share 
of attention. He would never up¬ 
stage his soloist, but the brilliant 
support of the orchestra certainly 
gave Harrell the necessary frame¬ 
work, and the results were 
thrilling. 

The evening began with a scin¬ 
tillating “Rondes des printemps” 
from Debussy’s Images pour or- 
chestre and concluded with a par¬ 
ticularly lithe, theatrical interpre¬ 
tation of Cesar Franck’s Sympho¬ 
ny in D minor. 

Franck is usually considered a 
one-hit wonder, and the Sympho¬ 
ny is undoubtedly the most well- 
known of his compositions, but 
he was a remarkable orchestral 
writer with some fine tone-poems 
and choral works to his credit. 

Tilson Thomas is clearly in 
sync with the dramatic elements 
of the Symphony, and his careful 
molding of the sonorous melodies 
(big memorable tunes they are) 
served as a reminder of the com¬ 
poser’s reputation as a gifted or¬ 
ganist. The music welled up and 
expanded to powerful effect, and 
the generally fast pace flowed to a 
magnificent conclusion. 

The audience gave Harrell a 
standing ovation, and he deserved 
one. The response to MTT’s tri¬ 
umph was equally enthusiastic,

fter a fortnight of tranquil- 
izing concerts that plodded 
their way through the glo¬ 
ries of J.S. Bach, Michael Tilson 
Thomas returned to the podium 
at Davies Hall last week to bring 
some much-needed interest and 
energy back to the slumping Sym¬ 
phony season. 

His presence is always invigo¬ 
rating, but after the recent disap¬ 
pointment of Vance George’s Bach 
Mass in B minor, the need for an 
MTT adrenaline rush was becom¬ 
ing critical. With the Beethoven 
Festival right around the corner, 
it’s encouraging to see him back, 
leading the orchestra with all his 
customary flair. 

Dmitry Sitkovetsky’s drowsy 
arrangement and recent perfor¬ 
mances of Bach’s Goldberg Varia¬ 
tions were frustrating enough, but 
the unexpected mishandling of 
the Mass in B minor by veteran 
San Francisco Symphony Chorus 
Director Vance George was down¬ 
right dispiriting. 

With 20 years under his belt, 
George has proved himself count¬ 
less times as one of the great 
choral leaders in the country. The 
failure of his Bach interpretation 
to cohere or inspire can only be 
counted as a minor incident in a 
brilliant career. 

Unsurprisingly, the choral 
episodes buoyed up an otherwise 
lethargic performance, and the 
contributions from tenor James 
Taylor, making his SFS debut, 
were also helpful. The other 
soloists were merely adequate, and 


the orchestra could only dutifully 
follow George’s blurry beat. 

Gifted guest 

What a relief, then, to savor a 
typically high-octane concert with 
MTT and a spectacularly gifted 
guest artist. The repertoire was 
beautifully balanced, with both 
the fresh and more familiar given 
equal intensity. The central selec¬ 
tion, Prokofiev’s Sinfonia concer- 
tante for Cello and Orchestra, was 
especially magical. 


Harrell shows artistry and passion. 


Lynn Harrell’s illustrious ca¬ 
reer has never propelled him into 
the kind of superstardom enjoyed 
by Yo-Yo Ma, but his artistry and 
passion are nonetheless impres¬ 
sive. Looking newly trim and ge¬ 
nially focused, he tore into 
Prokofiev’s daunting but lyrical 
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SFS Music Director MTT with SFS Chorus Director Vance George. 


even if the standing patrons were 
actually only preparing to leave 
the hall. Having the maestro back, 
giving his all in fairly infrequently 


performed repertoire, is a testa¬ 
ment to his musicianship and the 
good fortune of Symphony regu¬ 
lars. ▼

Under attack 

L ately I’ve been forced to meditate on what’s happening to our 
hard-pressed artist/renter community. Once again (still) it’s 
being sacked by the red-hot real-estate market and landlords 
eager to evict long-tem, well-behaved tenants in favor of haughtily 
prosperous, newly arrived homebuyers — very often gay — who 
don’t mind booting low-income artists, people with AIDS, elders, 
and others in order to live the high life in this emerald city. 

Though we have the best citizens in the world inhabiting San 
Francisco, we’ve also got scalpers ready and willing to plunder the 
underclass — the struggling artists, the working poor, those grap¬ 
pling to overcome addictions, those seeking to lead lives as off-the- 
grid as possible, all vital to a balanced social ecology. Renters are 
suffering, in large part because of shortsighted public policy, the 
greed of developers, the complacence of a fat and happy citizenry, 
and a cold, war-like belligerence on the part of property owners. 

My dear friends Eric Larson and Mitcho Thompson and twelve 
other tenants in their Victorian house/home in Duboce Triangle 
have received Ellis Act eviction notices. Eric is a major force in pro¬ 
tecting our natural environment. He works for the EPA and is sweet 
natured with a Midwestern work ethic. His long-term partner 
Mitcho is famous for having developed ingenius art programs for 
LYRIC’s queer youth, helping them to come out with dignity and 
creativity as they mature into responsible citizens. He’s been a force 
for good and should be lionized as a hero, not tossed to the lions. 

Elsewhere in the Castro, over by Collingwood Park, beloved 
local celebrity Gina Hall recently had her rental home raided by 
cops, who busted her for selling pot, though she’s an old-school 
hippy and everyone knows it. She hurts no one! For chrissakes she’s 
the girlfriend of famed Parliament Funkadelic musician George 
Clinton! Hall’s richly hippyish abode is hung throughout with his 
paintings. Even Gina’s rascly little pet, AtomicDawg, is a celebrity 
with his own website ( www.atomicdawg.com/funk.html ). It’s as 
though the cops suddenly decided to wipe out the last vestiges of 
Harvey Milk’s revered hippy culture in the Castro. 

The ultimate offense is that Tibetan bell maestro Karma Moffett 
is being tossed from his long term temple-dwelling in the Castro, 
at 3895 18th St., where many a spiritual sojourner has gone for 
respite from disco. This is sad, sad news indeed. This kind of sack¬ 
ing of the artistic underclass should not be tolerated even by the 
listless gay fatcats who primp in front of their dressing room mir¬ 
rors, priding themselves on being bitches, not caring as they tear 
the town’s social fabric apart. Sad are politicians who coddle them. 

We should be listening to our most progressive politicians on 
the matter, to our own over-maligned, under-appreciated super¬ 
hero Tom Ammiano, and his old buddy on the Board of Supes, the 
near mayor Matt Gonzalez. We should return to old-school values 
of caring for our neighbors, community, and the fabulously diverse, 
wonderfully multicultural, infinitely magical place we inhabit. T

' Hairspra / mostly holds up on tour

O ne of the trickier situations 
for a theater reviewer is de¬ 
ciding how much memories 
of a Broadway production should 
weigh into opinions about its 
touring facsimile. After all, most 
audiences won’t have seen the 
original, so isn’t any disappoint-, 
ment for those who can compare 
the original and the copy irrele¬ 
vant to those experiencing, and 
enjoying, the show for the first 
time? 

The show provoking these mus- 
ings is Hairspray, and it’s hard to 
imagine anyone not thoroughly 
enjoying the production now at the 
Golden Gate Theatre. But even 
those with no prior exposure to the 
musical may sense that at least one 
of the critical components isn’t 
quite what it should be. I’m sorry 
to say its name is Bruce Vilanch. 

It may seem strange to talk 
about gravitas in a role created on 
screen by Divine, but Vilanch’s 
amiable performance doesn’t pro¬ 
vide one of the key anchors that 
can make the musical a non-stop 
high. That he’s not Harvey Fier- 


stein, who played Edna Turnblad 
on Broadway, isn’t the issue. It’s 
that Vilanch, a comedy writer and 
occasional actor, really doesn’t have 
the performing skills to help drive 
a high-octane vehicle like this. 

But even with one engine sput¬ 
tering, Hairspray flies higher than 
most musicals dare even to dream. 
Vilanch shares star billing with 
Keala Settle, who plays Edna’s 
daughter Tracy with skill, passion, 
and enough empathy to let you 
get a look beyond the primary col¬ 
ors of the show’s veneer. Amaz¬ 
ingly, this is Settle’s first profes¬ 
sional job, which only recently be¬ 
came full-time when the tour’s 
original Tracy moved to Broadway 
and Settle was promoted from her 
standby role. 

Based on John Waters’ 1988 
movie Hairspray, Mark O’Donnell 
and Thomas Meehan’s book fol¬ 
lows the adventures of the over¬ 
weight, always-optimistic Tracy 
Turnblad in early-1960s Baltimore. 
More than anything, she wants to 
be one of the regular teen dancers 
on a local American Bandstand- 
type show, and maybe get to dance 
with dreamboat Link Larkin. But 
her innocent quest leads her into 


scary places before all is bright sun¬ 
shine, and even racial harmony, by 
the final curtain. 

Dancing, of course, is a big 
part of the proceedings, and the 
touring ensemble puts across 
choreographer Jerry Mitchell’s 
happy steps with astonishing en¬ 
ergy. This is especially true of 
Austin Miller, who, as Link, looks 
to be possessed by the muse Terp¬ 
sichore whenever the music starts. 

For the score, songwriters 
Marc Shaiman and Scott Wittman 
created infectiously joyous songs 
rooted in various pop sounds of 
the ’60s, but that possess full- 
throttle theatricality and even dol¬ 
lops of heart beneath the pastiche. 

The set for this tour looks a bit 
flimsy, but this is one show that 
doesn’t need to lean on scenic de¬ 
vices to provide the wow factor. 
Hairspray is a feel-good musical 
that even makes you feel good 
about the way you feel good. ▼

issues and being a lesbian mom,” 
she says. 

“A lot of young dykes want to 
know how I had three children. I 
tell them, ‘I fell asleep three times, 
and when I woke up they were 
there.’” 

The New York native moved to 
the Bay Area in 1980 and made 
her standup debut at Oakland’s 
Hegenberger Inn, “to mostly ta¬ 
bles, chairs and a few drunks.” 
While Williams was performing at 
the women’s bar Ollie’s in Oak¬ 
land, Marga Gomez convinced her 
to perform at her first of many SF 
Gay Pride festivals. 

In addition to performing at 
many national venues, Williams is 
now a fixture at Human Rights 
Campaign fundraisers. “I did an 
HRC fundraiser in San Antonio 
for 2,000 white guys,” she says. “If 
we’re separated as a community, 
it’s by race. This country is segre¬ 
gated, and you see that in the 
LGBT community.” 

Williams believes that to win

the battle for gay marriage, the 
community needs to extend itself 
beyond racial lines. “I’m primari¬ 
ly a human rights activist as well 
as an LGBT activist,” she says, cit¬ 
ing her Buddhist principles of 
compassion for all living beings. 
“If you want people to care about 
your issues, you need to extend 
your concern to others.” 

Combining compassion with 
comedy, Williams founded Cleve¬ 
land’s International Institute of 
Humor and Healing Arts (the 
HAHA Institute). Along with

Williams, who has been an out 
lesbian comic for the past 20 
years, as she was getting her land 
legs back after performing on a 
Club Med cruise. Although she 
got her comedy start in the Bay 
Area, Williams has lived in Cleve¬ 
land since ’92. 

“I live like a queen here,” she 
says of Ohio. “I love the Bay Area, 
but I got tired of living with three 
other women and sharing a bath¬ 
room.” Now that the youngest of 
her three sons has moved out on 
his own, Williams has more than 
just a bathroom to herself. 

“I refuse to call it an empty 
nest because I don’t need anoth¬ 
er syndrome, but it’s the first 
time I’ve lived alone in 33 years,” 
she says.

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Rita Moreno takes on a diva 

In Berkeley Rep's 'Master Class / she plays Maria Callas

R ita Moreno didn’t get 
around to reading Master 
Class until two weeks be¬ 
fore rehearsals began for the 
Berkeley Rep production. “I al¬ 
most wet my knickers when I saw 
how much dialogue there was,” 
she said. “It wasn’t laziness. I just 
had so many other things going 
on.” 

At age 72, and despite a move 
to the quiet of the Berkeley hills 
six years ago, Moreno still enjoys 
loading up her plate with work. It 
is that busy schedule that has kept 
her from appearing at Berkeley 
Rep up ’til now, despite her com¬ 
mitment to do a show shortly 
after she and her retired-doctor 
husband arrived in the area. 

Durrenmatt’s The Visit and 
Chekhov’s The Seagull were ideas 
that came and went before the 
right time meshed with the right 
property. In Master Class, Moreno 
plays an imperious Maria Callas 
working with voice students at 
Juilliard while her mind drifts into 
reveries about romantic and pro¬ 
fessional crises. 

“There are traps in this role,” 
Moreno said during a break in re¬ 
hearsals. “Yes, it’s a diva, but if you 
just come out there and do a lot of 
what I call voice acting, being very 
haughty and that kind of stuff, 
there is so much that you’ll miss.” 

It’s not the first time Moreno 
has faced the challenges of a diva 
role. “I played Norma Desmond in 
Sunset Boulevard in London, and 
that’s anotrfer trappy role. You can 
come out doing Carol Burnett 
with a curtain rod on her shoul¬ 
ders. I remember being very con¬ 
cerned thajytwas going to be asked 
to be that big and broad from the 
very beginning, and if you are, 
where do you go from there?” 

Terrence McNally based his 
Callas play on an actual series of 
master classes she gave at Juilliard 
in the early 1970s, after she had 
been fired from La Scala and 
dumped by Aristotle Onassis. 
“She’s a heartbreaking woman,” 
Moreno said. “She was 
also not the nicest 
woman in the world. 

That’s what’s so fun and 
challenging. You have to 
find her humanity, 
which is what keeps you 
out of the diva trap.” 

Did Moreno herself 
ever go through a 
diva phase? “Oh, 

God, no,” she said. 

“That is so unlike 
me. Even when I was 
being young and stupid, I was al¬ 
ways a generous person. I hope 
that doesn’t sound like boasting, 
because it’s a nice trait to have.” 

Still, Moreno said, she can rec¬ 
ognize pieces of herself in Callas. 
“The difference is that I don’t give 
in to her impulses. Sometimes you 
do want to say, ‘Move over, world. 
Here’s Rita Moreno.’ But I control 
that. I’m a mature person. I don’t 
think Maria ever really matured.” 

Although Moreno has never 
seen a live production of Master 
Class, she did watch part of a tape 
of the original Broadway produc¬ 
tion that starred Zoe Caldwell. 
Even from that limited exposure, 
she is convinced that director 
Moises Kaufman ( The Laramie 
Project) is putting his own stamp 
on it. “You are going to be stag¬ 
gered,” she said. “You will be ab¬ 
solutely stunned. I know what I’m 
talking about.” 


Right now, Moreno is ab¬ 
solutely exhausted. “I don’t re¬ 
member being this tired in years. I 
get home, and I stare into space. 

Then I have a big glass 
of chardonnay and turn 
on CNN. That’s my sal¬ 
vation. I’m exhausted, 
but at the same time 
I’m so wired.” 

Of course, there are 
rewards, and Moreno 
was feeling them partic¬ 
ularly on this day. 
“When you have 
days like this, when 
Moises is so in¬ 
spired, and you’re 
getting what he is saying and able 
to act out what he’s describing, 
and he’s pleased about it, and 
everyone’s laughing or everyone’s 
moved, what could be bad? I’m 
very fortunate to get paid for what 
I love to do. But let’s make it very 
clear, this is a nonprofit theater. 
We aren’t getting paid a whole 
bunch.” 

Moreno previously played the 
diva in another Terrence McNally 
play, The Ritz. She won a Tony 
Award for Googie Gomez, the ma- 
lapropping cabaret star to the boys 
in the baths. “I have to tell you,” 
she said, “that there are certain 
lines in The Ritz that make me 
cringe, because they mean some¬ 
thing so different now.” 

Not many people know it, 
Moreno said, but McNally wrote 
the character after seeing her at a 
party doing a comic take on a 
clueless performer with a thick ac¬ 


cent. “Googie is Maria Callas 
taken to a ridiculous degree,” 
Moreno said. “That’s what makes 
her so delicious.”

intriguing props in the play. Twist¬ 
ed and manipulated it is by turns 
a tail, an umbilical cord, a penis, 
and an evening gown.” 

Schirle has pretty much toured 
with world with Second Skin, in¬ 
cluding a 2001 stop at the Yerba 
Buena Center. She’s returning to 
San Francisco for performances at 
the Brava Theatre Center on May 
14 & 15.

But 
Bedtime Stories III reveals a gener¬ 
al paisley that lurks within. 

It’s true that the individual ele¬ 
ments that make up Bedtime Sto¬ 
ries III are promising. Foremost is 
the unaggrandized appeal of Stu¬ 
dio 2000’s young men. They’re 
neither overbuilt, overshaven, 
nor have overhyped sex. 

Meaty Ace Hanson is meso¬ 
morph heaven, his still- 
natural physique not 
hardened into a body¬ 
builder’s armored shell. 

And he’s so cute, a per¬ 
fect ringer for Superman, 
down to 
the cleft in 
his chin 
and patent- 
leather black hair. Usually a bot¬ 
tom, he throws a sturdy fuck here 
while talking dirty, getting himself 
so excited he squirts but good. 
Danny Vox can’t possibly be the 
basketball team’s coach: he’s the 
same age as the team’s star he’s 
giving a cliche massage to! But 
nicely furred Vox is a Stud of To¬ 
morrow, and you’ve got to groove 
on the hard-on thumping under 
the player’s towel. And who could 
complain about Joe Foster’s taut 
dick banging around as he bob¬ 
bles in a Reverse Cowboy atop the 
long, long pole of creamy- 
skinned, solidly built Tony Mecel- 
li? 

Well, I could. These are all nice 
guys. Star names. But there’s hard¬ 
ly a shred of chemistry among 


them. Why are they coming off so 
blandly? Why is what promisingly 
starts as good-natured sex run¬ 
ning to routine? Ultimately, there’s 
no escaping the feeling 
that these unrelated 
vignettes were origi¬ 
nally filmed for other 
movies, but didn’t 
r make the cut. Be¬ 
cause of the number 
of times hotel busboy 
Ace Hanson repeats,

which a smart editor would have 
allowed only once. Because each 
scene is 20 minutes no matter how 
good, or indifferent, the sex is. Be¬ 
cause of the soundtrack’s lounge 
music, which pays no attention to 
rising action or climax, and just 
pablums along until it’s time to 
fade out. Because of the scene 
within a scene within a scene 
that’s a typical example of porn- 
makers being conceptual — 
meaning it’s an absolutely confus¬ 
ing wrap-up for Joe and Tony’s 
coupling. But here’s the real tip- 
off: the box-cover photos pair per¬ 
formers who didn’t have sex to¬ 
gether. Were they the only ones 
who could be mustered for photo 
call when someone decided to 
package these scenes? 


Swing set 

Matt van Dorn’s scene with 
feisty redhead Kurt Summers 
comes off the best. The segment is 
called, “It’s a Kid Thing.” But nei¬ 
ther the cockring on Summers’ 
sleek rammer nor the cock it 
chokes are a kid thing. At Studio 
2000, this sorta jewelry is rarely 
seen, major kink. It got both myself 
and stringbean Mr. van Dorn roiled 
up.

hose silly gay people. In 
Shameless, Paul Burston’s 
debut novel, they have sex, 
do lots of drugs, hang out in bars, 
and go to the gym. And through it 
all, they dish the dirt on them¬ 
selves and others. Their weekend 
partying usually ends in uncon¬ 
sciousness, due to overindulgence 
in drugs and/or alcohol, and the 
main coping technique of this 30- 


ish London party crowd is denial. 

Martin’s younger boyfriend, 
Christopher, dumps him for a hot 
young stud. John, a flight atten¬ 
dant, takes up with Fernando, a 
drug-dealing party boy. And Car¬ 
oline, the requisite fag hag of the 
story, loses her boyfriend when 
she accuses him of being gay. As 
their lives unravel, the protago¬ 
nists of Shameless find themselves 
increasingly drawn to outrageous 
behavior. Author Paul Burston 
maintains a frantic pace for this 
comedy of contemporary gay life, 
placing the emphasis on bitchy 
repartee and outre situations. But 


all the bonhomie in the world 
can’t make up for the fundamen¬ 
tally shallow content of Burston’s 
narrative. 

The behavior described in 
Shameless is neither new nor orig¬ 
inal. This lifestyle has existed in 
urban gay capitals all over the 
world for at least 30 years. If you 
are a closeted young gay boy in 
rural England or the Midwestern 
US, Burston’s characters may 
seem daring and adventurous — 
but only if you can look beyond 
their self-destructiveness. And if 
you are, or have been, actively en¬ 
gaged in this sort of life, any flick-

er of self-recognition should be 
more disturbing than amusing. 


Burton is not a terrible writer, 
but he isn’t a great one, either. 
Shameless doesn’t have a conclu¬ 
sion or a particularly strong story 
line; it’s a series of mildly amusing 
events that ultimately wind down 
and stop, rather abruptly. Along 
the way, one gay character excori¬ 
ates his “vile opera queen” room¬ 
mate for moving to San Francisco. 
“San Francisco? Some queens 
have no imagination. Someone 
should have told her it’s not the 
’70s anymore and San Fran is 
nothing like Tales of the City. More 
like Tales from the Crypt? 

Oh, let’s not go there. ▼

But I 
never wanted to write a memoir, I 
wanted to write about a story 
much more exciting than my own.

I love LA because of beautiful 
banality. Hollywood might be 
there churning out dreams, but all 
the people who make the movies 
are supremely ordinary. The 
weather is ridiculously perfect, yet 
smog alerts are a regular part of 
life.
